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Environmental 
commission will 
have zoning say

All Wheeling planning and zoning mat- 


tei-s now will be reviewed by the Envi- 
ronmenta! Advisory Commission before 
going to the Village Board for final ap- 
proval. 
^ 


The commission was granted (lie right 


to make such reviews in the ordinance 
that created if. Commission members de- 
cided to execereise this power to become 
familiar with Wheeling's environmental 
problems. Michael Vatenza, chairman of 
the commission, suggested the reviews 
an a way "to get our feet wet." 


"I like that suggestion because we 


have to get started." said Comr. William 
Rogers. "Our recommendations can be 
overruled by the board, but at least it 
wilt give us a chance to find out what the 
problems are." 


O r i g i n a l l y , the three-man board 


planned to delay any such reviews until 
tt-ev developed an environmental control 
ordinance and expanded the commission 
to seven members. The commission, 
however, is finding it difficult to start 
«nrk on the ordinance. 


"t HONESTLY BELIEVE the only 


«ay to get it done Is to get our own fee't 
wet." Valenaa said. By using the state 
and federal environmental laws as a 
guideline, he said the commission will 
become familiar 
with 
environmental 


problems and laws. He also said the 
eammhilon will then be in a better posi- 
tion to vrrite a comprehensive ordinance 
for the village. 


Comr. Robert 
Kingsbury said 
the 


group might be overstepping itself by be- 
ginning the reviews without having an 


ordinance to back it up. The other com- 
missioners noted that the state environ- 
mental protection act will give them 
some "teeth." 


Moreover, Rogers said Valenza is fa- 


miliar with village planning and zoning, 
and therefore will be able to direct the 
commission through these technicalities. 
Valenza, a former trustee, was a mem- 
ber of the Plan Commission for eight 
years and served as acting director of 
planning. 


The commisson has sent a letter to the 


village asking that planning and zoning 
matters be kept off the board agenda un- 
til reviewed for their environmental im- 
pact. The advisory board will issue writ- 
ten recommendations based on plan com- 
mission minutes and zoning board rec- 
ommendations. 


"\VE ARE MEETING often enough 


that we will not be holding anyone up," 
Valenza said. "We meet three times a 
month. Probably the week after they get 
it. we'll get it." 


In addition, the commissioners are 


asking that their ordinance be amended 
to allow them to review projects that do 
not come under the jurisdiction of either 
the zoning board or plan commission. 
"We feel prior to the building and zoning 
commissioner issuing the necessary per- 
mits, there should be the stamp of ap- 
proval of the EPA (Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency)," Valenza said. 


Rogers said this expanded review pow- 


er would allow the commission to review 
projects like the Town Square Apart- 
ments on Wolf Road south of Dundee. He

The inside story 
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Local man 
found dead 
in automobile 


A 30-year-old Buffalo Grove man, who 


apparently died of a self-inflicted gun- 
shot wound was found slumped over the 
steering wheel of his car yesterday after- 
noon in the parking lot of the village hall, 
50 Raupp Blvd. 


The man, identified by the Cook Coun- 


ty Coroner's office as Charles C. Bash- 
ford, of 849 W. Miller Ln., had been shot 
in the right temple. Police said his body 
was discovered by a public works em- 
ploye about 2:20 p.m. 


Buffalo Grove Fire Department para- 


medics were called, but were unable to 
revive Bashford. Officials said he had 
been dead for some time. He was pro- 
nounced dead at Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Officials could not say how long Bash- 


ford had been dead, but some speculated 
he may have been in the parking lot 
since Wednesday night. Police said the 
car was covered with snow, making it 
difficult to see inside. 


POLICE CHIEF Harry Walsh said no 


one had reported hearing a gunshot in 
the vicinity. When police discovered the 
body, Bashford had a .22 caliber auto- 
matic pistol clenched in his fist. One ex- 
pended'shell was found in the car. 


Although it could have been a suicide, 


Walsh said the official cause of death at 
least for the time, is listed as a self-in- 
flicted gunshot wound. "The matter is 
being investigated. For all we know, it 
could have been an accident and he 
could have been coming here for help," 
Walsh said. 


The coroner's office will hold an in- 


quest into the death at which lime the 
official cause will be determined. 


Although the car engine was not run- 


ning when the body was found, the key 
was in the ignition.. The car, which was 
registered to Bashford, was a green 
Plymouth sedan.

cars on nationwide television. 


Her career in modeling was almost

Mrs. Jack Read of 600 N. Rand Rd., 
Arlington Heights. 


"We were at this mother-daughter 


performance at a high school and 
someone said he thought Barbara 
should be modeling.

flash for 1968. She then decided to 
pursue modeling and acting, per- 
forming at several Chicago area the- 
aters. 


She then became the Sheraton Ho- 


tel spokesman. As Barbara's popu- 
larity increased, so did the number 
of offers and assignments. She cur- 
rently has agents in Los Angeles, 
Chicago and New York scouting for 
new work. 


SHE GENERALLY spends winter 


and spring months in new York to 
film commercials and spends'sum- 
mer and fall months filming tele- 


vision shows in California. Despite 
her busy and hurried pace of jetting 
to work between New York and Cali- 
fornia she still finds time to study 
dancing and acting.

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Ol9 Man Winter 
may clobber us

The white crunch is on, as 01' Man 


Winter seems determined to outdo him- 
self this year. 
/ 


Weathermen are confidently predicting 


this season's snowfall will top the season- 
al average. 


The average snowfall for the winter 


season is 40 inches and as of noon yester- 
day 32 inches had hit the giound this 
year and more was on its way, according 
to a meteorologist at the National Weath- 
er Service. 


The average 10-inch snowfall 
for 


January was expected to be topped by 
this morning with two-thirds of the 
month still remaining. Six inches of snow 
fell in the first 10 days of the month and, 
if weathermen's predictions come true, 
the accumulation would be more than a 
foot by today. 


STILL TO COME are February and 


March. The average snowfalls for both 
months is eight inches. And, snow in Ap- 
ril isn't exactly unheard of — remember 
last year' 


If you think it's bad this year, think 


back about four years. The winter of 
1969-70 holds the record for snowfall at 77 
inches, according to the National Weath- 
er Service. Then there is always the win- 
ter of 1966-67 when Old Man Winter 
dumped 68 inches of the white stuff on us 
most of it all at once. 


Asked if snowfalls this year will break 


the record, the meteorologist responded: 
"Don't we have to wait until Groundhog 
Day to know that?" 


Oh, happy days! 
1973 was warm 


It won't have much of a soothing effect 


now as you bundle up against the ex- 
treme cold but statistics put out by a 
Northern Illinois University climatology 
student show temperatures in 1973 weie 
slightly above normal. 


According to the annual weather sum- 


mary compiled by Jon Parem, last year 
was noteworthy for the number of 
months with above-average tempera- 
tures. 


Except for April, May and December, 


the remaining nine months were warmer 
than average, which accounted for an av- 
erage annual temperature for 1973 of 49 8 
degrees. The normal average tempera- 
ture is 48 8 degrees. 


There was more precipitation in 1973 — 


by six inches — due mostly to a wet 
spring and fall, Parem said. 


Unlike 1974, he said, last year began on 


a rather mild note. Only five days in 
January and February saw temperatures 
fall to zero or below. By contrast, the 
reading on Jan. 18 last year was 50 de- 
grees, a record high for that date. On 
Feb. 4 of last year the thermometer 
dropped to four below zero.

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Steel union eyes substantial hikes 


The Steel Workers Union said yesterday it would demand 


"very substantial" wage and fringe benefit increases in steel 
Industry bargaining this year, and also full pay for workers 
furloughed due to the energy crisis. The union and 10 steel 
companies begin contract talks on Jan. 30. 


Missiles aimed at Russ military points 


Defense Secretary James Schlesinger said the United States 


is now aiming its missiles at military targets in the Soviet 
Union instead of urban centers to avoid "bashing cities" in 
the event of war. He told the Overseas Writers Club in Wash- 
ington that chances of nuclear war were "approaching zero." 
The new targets include airfields, dams, oil fields and rail 
heads. 


Sewage treatment money impounded 


President Nixon's impoundment of $3 billion in sewage 


treatment funds will put off the program to clean up the 
nation's waterways for about two years, Russell Train, Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency administrator said yesterday. 
Nixon said he cut the allocation from $7 billion to $4 billion 
because of "competing national priorities for our limited fed- 
eral resources." 


Panama Canal talks will reopen 


The United States and the Panamanian government have 


agreed to reopen talks on the future of the Panama Canal, 
the State Department reported. Ellsworth Bunker, U.S. am- 
bassador-at-large, reportedly worked out the agreement with 
Panamanian Foreign Minister Juan Antonio Tack during a 
41-hour mission to Panama City. 


Something 'significant* in Watergate? 


John D. Ehrlichman. once President Nixon's former No. 2 


aide and a witness in the Watergate hearings, is spending the 
week in Washington for what his lawyer says is something 
"significant." Ehrlichman was not available for questioning 
and Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski's spokesman would not 
comment. 


Astronauts given 7 more days 


The Skylab 3 astronauts were given a "go" yesterday to 


stay at least seven more days aboard the orbiting lab, mean- 
ing they will break the current space endurance record of 59 
days on Monday night. The approval came rather routinely as 
the astronauts enjoyed the closest thing to a day off they've 
had in eight weeks.

Senate hearings beginning in the next 


few weeks could produce what some 
Capitol sources describe as "spectacular 
revelations" about the powerful role that 
giant U.S. oil corporations are playing in 
the energy crisis. 


Despite repeated industry disclaimers, 


there seems to be a growing suspicion 
among members of Congress and legisla- 
tive research aides that behind-the- 
scenes manipulations by U.S. corpo- 
rations — rather than the Arab embargo 
— are primarily responsible for the 
shortage. 


Both government and industry statis- 


tics indicate that demand for gasoline, 
home heating oil and jet fuel is lower 


than a year ago, but that domestic refi- 
neries are operating below their full ca- 
pacity. 


If that is so, congressional sources ask, 


why are motorists waiting in line to buy 
gasoline at rapidly rising prices? 


Some sources who have studied the sit- 


uation suggest that the real reason lies in 
the oil corporations' desire for the kind 
of profits that can be produced by an 
artificial shortage. True or not, the sug- 
gestion is getting through to members of 
Congress who have spent their holiday 
recess listening to constituent gripes. 


Sen. Adlai Stevenson III, D-I11., re- 


turned from a two-week tour back home 
to report that skepticism over the energy 
crisis had replaced the Watergate scan- 


dal as the overriding public concern. 


"They ask me, 'How can you be sure 


there is a shortage?' and I have to tell 
them that we can't be sure, because the 
facts are monopolized by the major oil 
companies," Stevenson said. "I just 
can't say whether this is real or phony." 


As a result, Congress is likely to be in 


a "punitive mood" toward the oil in- 
dustry when it convenes Jan. 21. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
plans to start subcommittee hearings 
perhaps before the end of January on the 
oil companies' influence on U S. and for- 
eign governments.

Oil price, profit, supply 
records to undergo audit

Acknowledging the growing public sus- 


picion of the oil industry in the energy 
crisis, federal energy director William 
Simon Thursday ordered a thorough fi- 
nancial and inventory audit of the na- 
tion's petroleum refineries. 


At the same time, President Nixon and 


Secretary of State Kissinger both warned 
of threats to world stability if there is a 
scramble for oil among consumer na- 
tions. 


Simon, quick to say the ordered audit 


"in no way reflects on the refiners," said 
a task force drawn from his Federal 
Energy Office and the Internal Revenue 
Service has begun a check of the price, 
profit and supply records of every petro- 
leum refiner in the country. 


He said the audit is to assure the gov- 


ernment that the oil companies under- 
stand and are abiding by the federal 
regulations. 


Simon noted that it has become 'la 


popular game" to blame the oil com- 
panies for the current shortages, and 
warned against looking for scapegoats in 
the energy crisis. 


Critics of the industry have charged 


that the government is getting an in- 
complete picture of petroleum supplies 
and pricing practices which have caused 
severe •shortages in some areas and sent 
fuel prices soaring. 


Simon said Americans can expect the 


crisis to continue for a long time, regard- 
less of the Arabs lifting their oil em- 
bargo, and they need to change their 
lifetsyles to reduce energy use. 


Kissinger appeared with Simon at a 


news conference, warning against a glob- 
al race for fuel, saying "no single coun- 
try can solve the problem by itself" and 
"unrestricted bilateral competition would 
be ruinous." 


He was pointedly critical of France 


and its recent deal to supply arms and 
industrial equipment to Saudi Arabia in 
exchange for crude oil. 


Kissinger urged both consumer and 


producer nations to cooperate in Nixon's 
call for 'separate and joint international 
conferences beginning Feb. 11 in Wash- 
ington with the aim of agreeing on a 
common plan for sharing the world's pet- 
roleum supplies. 


In San Clemente, Nixon released the 


text of the letters he sent to the heads of 
six European countries, Japan, and Can- 
ada inviting them to the Feb. 11 meeting. 


In the letters, Nixon warned that the 


crisis "threatens to unleash political and 
economic forces that could cause severe 
and irreparable damage to the prosper- 
ity and stability of the world" if each oil- 
consuming nation goes it alone. 


In other developments: 
• French 
President Georges Pom- 


pidou said his country is facing serious 
difficulties because of the energy crisis 
and must economize on oil. Other offi- 
cials indicated France would attend the 
Feb. 11 meeting. 


• A federal energy official said the 


tourism industry is of major importance 
to the nation's economy, and will get top 
consideration in fuel allocations — in- 
cluding 100 per cent of needs for buses 
and passenger trains. 


• Illinois Secretary of State Michael 


Hewlett said the federal government — 
not his office — should handle dis- 
tribution of gasoline rationing cards, if 
they're issued. 


• Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., pre- 


dicted the Senate will break a filibuster 
shortly after Congress returns Jan. 21, 
clearing the way for passage of emergen- 
cy energy legislation. Rationing would be 
one of the powers granted President Nix- 
on.

Cancer detecting blood kit test OKd 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A blood test 


kit which may help doctors detect cer- 
tain types of cancer was approved Thurs- 
day by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 


The test, developed by two Canadian 


researchers in 1965, may "aid in the 
diagnosis of certain types of cancer" and 
can "be useful for monitoring some 
patients previously treated for cancer for 
signs of recurrence," according to a 
FDA drug bulletin. 


It said the test might detect cancer in 


the rectum, colon, lung and pancreas, 
but the FDA said the test — first of its 
kind to be approved — was not an abso- 
lute check. 


"In the diagnosis and management of 


patients suspected or known to have can- 
cer, all other tests and procedures must 
continue to be given emphasis," the FDA 
said.

Claim cease-fire in danger

Israel said Egyptian gunners opened 


up with artillery, mortar, antitank rock- 
ets and small arms fire on the Suez front 
Thursday, killing two Israeli soldiers and 
wounding five others. Cairo warned the 
cease-fire "is facing danger of collapse." 


The military command said one soldier 


was killed during an artillery duel in the 
Jabal Attaka region near the southern 
end of the Suez Canal and the other in an 
exchange of small arms fire near Fayid 
on the west bank of the waterway. 


A Beirut press report said Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger advanced by 
more than a week his planned Middle 
East visit because of reports received in 
Washington of an imminent Egyprian at- 


tack on Israeli forces on the west bank of 
the Suez Canal. 


The newspaper report coincided with a 


statement by the semi-offirial Egyptian 
Middle East news agency, which said the 
key topic of Kissinger's Cairo, talks this 
weekend would be the disengagement of 
Egyptian and Israeli troops "in order to 
save the cease-fire which is facing the 
danger of collapse." 


In Washington, just hours before his 


departure for the Middle East, Kissinger 
said he expected to obtain concrete pro- 
posals that would lead to separation of 
Egyptian and Israeli forces, and serious 
negotiations between the two sides at the 
Geneva peace conference. 


The United Nations has reported an in- 


creasingly serious series of cease-fire 
violations and each side has repeatedly 
warned that war could break out again. 


Government officials in Jerusalem said 


Israel will decide the terms of its offer to 
Egypt on a troop pullback only after Kis-' 
singer completes his visit. 


Kissinger is expected to meet with Eg- 


yptian President Anwar Sadat in the 
southern resort town of Aswan today and 
is scheduled to meet in Jerusalem with 
Prime Minister Golda Meier immediate- 
ly upon arrival from Egypt late Satur- 
day.

Limit on wheat exports 
expected to be dropped

As a hedge against a possible wheat 


shortage, President Nixon is expected to 
suspend quotas on wheat imports shortly. 


The prediction came from an adminis- 


tration official who said he had no doubt 
that a Tariff Commission study — or- 
dered by President Nixon and expected 
Feb. 15 — would recommend suspension 
of the 1941 import quotas. 


Those quotas limit foreign wheat ship- 


ments into the United States to 800.000 
bushels a year, most of it from Canada, 


Lifting of the limit was seen as a 


"safety valve" that would allow the big 
wheat supplies in Canada to flow down to 
the United States if needed. 


The prediction followed by a day a 


warning from the bakery industry that 
exports would deplete U.S. wheat sup- 
plies so much that reserves would be ex- 
hausted in spring and the price of bread 
driven up to $1 a loaf. 


Agriculture Department officials firm- 


ly denied the warning, but the adminis- 
tration has asked wheat exporters to vol- 
untarily slow their shipments overseas — 
as a further hedge against a shortage.

—State and local governments would 


be prevented from taxing railroad prop- 
erty discriminatorily. This would result 
in an estimated $55 million a year tax

Walter Gorkowski is a man who paid 


twice for his wife's funeral — once when 
she died in another town and again when 
he brought her back to the Northwest 
suburbs for burial. 


It happened last October, he recalls. 


Gorkowski's wife, Ann, died in her home 
town of Spring Valley, southwest of Chi- 
cago. He paid $1,425 for the casket and 
services, clothing, flowers and other 
items at a funeral home in Spring Val- 
ley. 


"It's about 120 miles southwest of 


here," said Gorkowski, a Schaumburg 
resident. "I had a complete funeral ser- 
vice in Spring Valley," he adds. 


THEN GORKOWSKI contacted 
the 


Martin Funeral Home Ltd., in Roselle to 
arrange for local visitation services. Ann 
had been active in local club activities, 
he explained, and he wanted to have vis- 
itation and burial in the area near his 
home. 


"I expected to pay Martin $500 to 


$600," said Gorkowski. "The other funer- 
al home had paid the transportation 
cost." The casket and other items had 
been furnished in Spring Valley. Martin's 
bill was $1,189.30. It included a vault for 
$470. 


A tool and die maker, Gorkowski ap- 


pears an outspoken man when the sub- 
ject of double payment for his wife's fu- 
neral comes up. But when he signed the 
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FEED

contract for Martin's services, he con- 
cedes that 'there was little discussion of 
costs. "I didn't ask too many questions," 
he said. "When you're in that state of 
mind, what are you going to do?" 


Later he considered the bill from Mar- 


tin and decided it was too Ugh. "I asked 
for an itemized bill," said Gorkowski. "I 
only got a breakdown that's on the bill." 


"I was taken," he says. Gorkowski 


adds that he did not request obituary no- 
tices to be placed in a Chicago news- 
paper at a cost of $30.80. He says the bill 
for six hours of visitation is too high. 
The bill includes for professional ser- 
vices such entries as "careful consid- 
eration in arranging the details of the 
funeral service, homelike facilities for 
receiving friends, and taking care of pub- 
lic notices through newspapers and or 
other media." 


ACCORDING TO Jon Martin, owner of 


the Martin Funeral Home, "He said I 
cheated him. Yet he wouldn't give me a 


fair opportunity to break it (costs) down 
and tell him what 'the services were." 


"He felt everything should cost him 


what it cost me," added Martin. "I told 
him I just couldn't make it." 


What Gorkowski paid for, said Martin, 


is the following: the use of the staff and 
facilities of the funeral home for more 
than eight hours; hearse and flower car; 
transportation to a nearby cemetery; a 
vault; newspaper notice; advance money 
to the church. 


Martin says Gorkowski should have 


asked questions about the funeral cost be- 
fore he signed a contract for the ser- 
vices. He adds that Gorkowski should 
have given him added time to explain 
the bill. "It's true that he might have 
been able to get it cheaper somewhere 
else. That's free enterprise," Martin 
said. 


"We have very few complaints about 


price," he said. "If he had any questions 
about the bill he should have asked when 
he signed the contract."

Krinsky said he would like all five 


schools to remain in Prospect Heights if 
the town becomes incorporated. How- 
ever, he added that the district cannot 
afford to wait for incorporation hearings 
now under way to be completed. 


Annexation has to be considered be- 


cause the capacity of the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department tanker is only 
8,000 gallons and that's hardly enough to 
put out a match," Krinsky said. 


Supt. Ed Grodsky yesterday echoed 


Krinsky's warning. "Sooner or later 
we're going to need more protection than 
the county sheriff's police can provide us 
and more fire protection.'' 


GRODSKY SAID HE had no idea what 


factors would be used to determine 
which school would be annexed to which 
village. The three campus schools — Mac- 
Arthur Junir High, Betsy Ross and 
Ann Sullivan — are nearest to Arlington 
Heights; John Muir School is nearest to 
Mount Prospect, and Eisenhower School 
is close to both Wheeling and Arlington 
Heights, according to Grodsky. 


The benefits of annexation to a village 


will apparently come only in terms of 
better fire and police protection. Grodsky 
said if the move is made, there would be 
no change in where the schools get their 
water supplies. Muir School gets its wa- 
ter 
supply from 
Wheeling and the 


campus schools get their water supply 
from separate wells. 


Krinsky and board member Ronald So- 


watzke said when the meeting is sched- 
uled notification will be sent to parents 
in the district and the public will be wel- 
come to attend. 


Area elementary and high school su- 


perintendents today will discuss the pos- 
sibility of delaying the school day by one 
hour, but such a move for this year is, 
unlikely. 


The chairman of the Northwest Subur- 


b a n Superintendents' Assn., 
Frank 


Whiteley, said the association will go 
over the pros and cons of changing 
school hours this afternoon in a closed 
meeting. Whiteley is also superintendent 
of Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15. 


Other districts in the association are 


21, 23, 24, 26, 54, 57, 59, 211 and 214. 


Discussion on changing school hours is 


a result of the switch to Daylight Savings 
Time earlier this week. Youngsters have 
been walking to their school bus stops in 
the dark, causing scome concern among 
parents and educators. 


HOWEVER, IT IS unlikely that any 


changes will be made this year. Several 
superintendents pointed out that by Feb. 
15, the sun will be coming1 up earlier, 
lighting up the youngsters' path to the 
school bus stop. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Dwight Hall said his 


school district isn't planning any changes 
in starting hours this year-because by 
the time the changes would be made, 
they would be unnecessary. 


None of the schools have reported any 


special problems due to the switchover to 
Daylight Savings Time. But Whiteley 
pointed out several problems that would 


arise if starting hours were changed this 
year, 


He said that bus schedules would 


bhave to be changed and that many of 
.the bus drivers would be unable to work 
during the new hours. The,new hours 
would cause difficulties for faculty mem- 
bers and parents who have organized 
their schedules 
around the existing 


school days. Also, many youngsters 


would be walking home during the eve- 
ning rush hour, he added. 


If any changes would be made in the 


starting hours of schools, it would prob- 
ably take place at the beginning of next 
year, Whiteley indicated. He pointed out 
that next year youngsters will be walking 
to bus stops in the dark for about three 
months from mid-Novmber until mid- 
February.

As many as 30 or 40 persons may meet 


next week at Harper College to discuss 
ways to help Spanish-speaking residents 
of the Northwest suburbs. 


The meeting, scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 


in the board room at the college, has 
been called by Harper officials who com- 
missioned a recent survey of Spanish- 
speaking persons. Those attending the 
meeting will discuss its findings and pos- 
sible future programs for Spanish-speak- 
ing persons, according to Jack.Lucas, di- 
rector of research and planning at the 


• college.

"What we're asking for is some gener- 


al reaction and any things people would 
like to see corrected or added to the sur- 
vey as well as a discussion of what the 
implications of the study are,'? Lucas 
said. 


THE 
SURVEY, commissioned 
by 


; Harper with the help of a grant from the 
state, involved interviews with about 150 
persons from the area. 


The survey concludes that about 5,500 


Latinos live in the Northwest suburbs, 
that their average family income is 
$11,400 and that most of them have lived 
in the area for about four years. 


The survey also identified "poverty 


pockets" containin concentrations of poor 
Latino families in Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows. 


Persons interviewed for the survey 


were located through local telephone list- 
ings. Surveyors said they expected that 
between 60 and 70 per cent of the Latino 
families in the Northwest suburbs have 
telephones. 


BRUCE NEWTON, director of the 


Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows, said representatives from the 
center will attend the meeting and hope 
to have information about large numbers 
of poor Latino families who were missed 
by the survey. 


Newton said the opportunity center 


works with many families who do not 
have telephones and who were not cov- 
ered by the survey. "We want to make 
sure the best information is coming out," 
Newton said. He said the center staff is 
going through its files to separate those 
families who live in the Harper area 
from others served by the center who 
live in other areas, particularly Des 
Plaines and Streamwood. 


Lucas said yesterday that he has got- 


ten many inquiries about the survey 
since it was made public last month. So 
far, he said, about 80 copies of the com- 
plete survey have been mailed out. 


"Last time we had .a meeting we got 


about 22 people," he said. "We don't 
know how many will come this time but 
we've gotten a lot of interest. We might 
get 30 or 40."

"We'll carry artistic nudes, but essential- 
ly we will be a showcase for great pho- 
tography, past and present, as well as 
technical material of interest to the 
growing numbers of photographers." 


Income tax: boon for states 


Income taxes have finally surpassed 


sales taxes as the most important source 
of state tax dollars, Commerce Clearing 
House reports. 


Income taxes proved the best revenue 


source in 21 states in fiscal 1973 while 
general sales and gross receipts topped 
the list in 28 states and the motor fuel 
tax ranked number one in New Hamp- 
shire. 


Total state tax collections jumped to 


$67.9 billion in the period, a 13.5 per cent 
increase over the $59.9 billion of fiscal 
1972. Individual income tax collections 
rose 20 per cent to $15.6 billion while cor- 
porate income tax collections jumped 
23.1 per cent to $54 billion. Together, 
they account for nearly a third of all 
state tax collections, according to the 
CCH report of the latest Census Bureau 
data.

: "Why do the best sale values of the 
y>ar always show up after Christmas 
when we are broke? We sure would like 
to .buy some clothing and furniture at the 
after-Christmas sales. But, last year we 
finally paid off our revolving bank credit 
card balance and decided — never 
again! Now, we're out of cash after 
spending for Christmas." 
; This was the gist of a letter a year ago 
but appropriate again this season. The 
writer finished with a wistful question — 
"Does using credit cards ever make 
sense? Wouldn't we really save money if 
w«j bought the clothes and furniture we 
need at sale prices on credit even though 
we'd pay a finance charge?" 
:When phrased in those terms, buying 
goods a family needs — really needs, not 
just wants — on credit can save money 
overall. Booby traps pose hazards when 
paying back time arrives, but you can 
jiretect yourself. Immediately, the trade- 
off figures out something like the follow- 
ing: 
^Suppose your family needs shirts, 
sweaters, dresses, or slacks. As an alert 
money manager, you will have postponed 
•giving staple clothing until sales time. H 
you buy $200 worth of clothing, your sav- 
ings at 25 per cent Is $30 and their cost 
1*:$1SO. Three months' finance charges 
would amount to $4 30 to $6.45 with par- 
tial payments, depending on where you 
u>«. And the first 25 days are free. The 
difference between $50 and $4.30 or $6.45 
Jij'our savings. 
:jroME FURNISHING sales in late 
January or February offer a once-a-year 
opportunity to spruce up the house or re- 
place worn furniture. Prices on furniture 
fiobr models may be cut 30-50 per cent, 
dr, you can buy custom furniture and 
select your own fabrics at 20 per cent off. 
Buying during the sale period on credit 
anil paying off the balance over a few 
months stilt affords net savings of 12-20 


per cent. On a $500 sofa that could mean 
a $75 to $100 bonus. 


At a recent bankers' convention, one 


speaker reported 39 per cent of con- 
sumers sampled in a survey were hold- 
ing out against using credit cards be- 
cause they feared overspending. That 
figure had increased from 22 per cent 
only two years earlier. If you recognize 
the booby trap of possible, even prob- 
abley overspending and other hazards in- 
volved with credit purchases, you can 
profit from credit purchases at after- 
Christmas sales. Just proceed cautiously 
with these tips: 


• Determine your real need for cloth- 


ing or home furnishings. If only the low- 
er price motivates you to buy instead of 
a real need — pass it up. 


• Remember your wish list priorities. 


When we satisfy one need, another pops 
up immediately to take its place. If you 
stick to your quick-repayment plan, you 
will have to postpone buying new goods 
and services. Otherwise, you're off and 
spinning on the credit card merry-go- 
round. 


• Determine where the cash to repay 


the charged purchases will be coming 
from. If you can't squeeze the dollars out 
of your take-home pay, don't get trapped 
into a game of putting off one bill to pay 
another. If you plan to pay back the 
credit with cash now paying for Christ- 
mas gifts — okay. 


Just be sure you can see the pay-back 


dollars ahead before charging your way 
to more clothing and furniture.

tax revenue rose 11.9 per cent to $19.7 
billion, motor fuel tax receipts rose 11.1 
per cent while receipts from taxes on to- 
bacco products were up 9.9 per cent as 
were collections of alcoholic beverage 
taxes (7.9 per cent), severance taxes 
(12.2 per cent) and property taxes (4.4 
per cent). 


More than half of all state tax revenue 


was collected in eight states in fiscal 
1973. New York collected the largest sum 
$8.2 billion. California garnered $7.3 bil- 
lion; Pennsylvania, $4.4 billion; Illinois, 
$3.7 
billion; Michigan, $35 billion; 


Texas, $2.8 billion; Ohio, $2.7 billion; and 
Florida, $2.5 billion. 


Every state registered increases in to- 


tal tax collections. Thirteen states had 
increases in tax revenue of 15 per cent or 
more from 1972 to 1973, while only two 
states showed an increase of less than 5 
per cent. 


Radial tires don't 
mix: safety council 


WASHINGTON, D.C.-If you are put- 


ting snow tires on a car equipped with 
radial tires, you should get radial snow 
tires, the Tire Industry Safety Council 
has reminded motorists. 


"The driving characteristics of radial 


tires are so different it is actually dan- 
gerous to have radials on the front 
wheels and bias ply or bias-belted tires 
on the rear wheels," said Council Chair- 
man Malcolm R. Lovell, Jr. "It might be 
compared to having a rubber-soled shoe 
on one foot and a leather-soled shoe on 
the other." 


Edison work 
program told 


Commonwealth Edison Co. announced 


a new construction program estimated at 
$4.9 billion for the five years, 1974 
through 1978. The utility scheduled a 
preference stock offering of approxi- 
mately $75 million for competitive bid- 
ding on Jan. 24. 


Thomas G. Ayers, Edison chairman 


and president, said the proposed new is- 
sue of preference stock will have a mar- 
ket price of about $100 a share and be 
noncallable for the first five years. 


Ayers said the record construction pro- 


gram, calling for an average expenditure 
of more than $2.7 million a day over the 
next five years, will nearly double the 
electric company's present plant m- 
' vestment. He also pointed out that the 
estimated $4.9 billion outlay for the next 
five years is more than twice the amount 
spent by the company for new construc- 
tion in the past five years. 


INDICATING THAT the projected out- 


lays are subject to continuous review and 
modification in accordance with chang- 
ing economic conditions, he said year-by- 
year estimates are as follows: $600 mil- 
lion in 1974; $800 million in 1975; $1.1 bil- 
lion in 1976; and $1.2 billion in both 1977 ~ 
and 1978. 


"A sizeable portion of the projected ex- 


penditures will go toward expanding our 
nuclear generating facilities," Ayers 
said. "Our construction schedule pre- 
sently includes three new nuclear sta- 
tions with an aggregate of more than 
6,600 megawatts to be installed by 1931. 


"This will increase our nuclear gener- 


ating capability to almost 12,000 mega- 
watts and enable us by 1981 to furnish 
approximately half of our customers' 
electrical requirements from these new 
energy sources. With 5,200 megawatts of 
i n s t a l l e d nuclear capacity, Com- 
monwealth Edison presently accounts for 
about one-fourth of the nation's nuclear 
generating capability. The seven nuclear 
units we will operate this year are ex- 
pected to produce over one-third of our 
kilowatt-hour output." 


ALSO ON the Edison construction 


schedule for service by 1978 are over 
4,300 megawatts of fossil-fueled capacity, 
the bulk of it in cycling units designed to 
operate on a part-time basis to supple- 
ment base-load nuclear units. Expansion 
of the Edison generating facilities, both 
nuclear and fossil, will require an esti- 
mated $3.5 billion of the five-year budget, 
Ayers said.

"If the law is just It will go his way." 
Words to remember, Indeed, for they 


were spoken by Edward D. Rosenberg, 
an attorney and the man who is repre- 
senting Arlington Heights resident James 
Lane in an alimony case. 


It's not your usual Illinois divorce 


hearing, though. Lane is legally sepa- 
rated from his wife of more than 20 
years. He is suing the former Mrs. Lane 
to quit having to pay a $250-per-month 
stipend to her. 


The reason: She has become a nun. 
Therefore, Rosenberg and his client 


contend. Sister Mary A. Lane of the Or- 
der of the Dominican Sisters of the Per- 
petual Rosary in Milwaukee, has been 
"remarried" to the Catholic Church. 


Those vows, they said, taken more 


than a year ago. should be reason 
enough for the court to eliminate the 
original divorce ruling of 1970 which re- 
quired Lane to give his ex-wife $250 a 
month. He has custody of two of their 


children. Another offspring is married. 


ROSENBERG SAID that since all of 


Mrs. Lane's possessions are turned over 
to the church she is no longer entitled to 
alimony. He added that the church sup- 
ports Mrs. Lane and that she doesn't 
need any outside support. Especially 
from her former husband. 


The court case, scheduled to come be- 


fore Cook County Circuit Court Judge 
Robert Hunter, has been postponed sev- 
eral times with a Jan, 22 docket date 
coming up. Rosenberg, for one, is opti- 
mistic that the court will rule in Lane's 
favor. 


"We should win," he said affirmative- 


ly. "If there is any justice we will." 


ROSENBERG BELIEVES that divorce 


law is unfair to men and that for years 
women have been getting the best piece 
of the divorce pie. Women would 
seemingly just have to simply show up in 
court to get a favorable ruling. But atti- 
tudes seem to be changing and Rosen- 
berg is hopeful that men like Lane will

What buildings do you build? asks cherubic Mayor Richard 


J. Daley. What seeds do you r>lant? He queries loud and often. 
What dynasties do you create? He intones and boasts. 


Carl Sandburg, of course, said it best in his poem depicting 


the City of the Big Shoulders as a brawling, jough, hard-nosed 
mass of brick and mortar. 


It's true. Some of the buildings are so tall you practically 


fait over backwards trying to see the tops of them from the 
sidewalk. 


IT WAS A STRUGGLE for sonme people to get out from 


under the barrage of materials which fell from on high atop 
the Sears Tower on to Michigan Avenue when it was under 
construction a few months ago. The high winds of the city 
plus the tatlness of the building made it difficult to figure 
where the planks were going to fall next. Finally, they cor- 
doned off the area from any pedestrian traffic. 


Covering rallies and speeches behind the Civic Center 


Plaza Is like being on a baseball or football field with the 
Civic Center, itself, the City Hall building and other large 
structures on the other two sides of the street towering over 
the mall. 


The Civic Center, one of the most recognizable structures in

THE BUILDINGS of Chicago "arc a humane expression of 


a new way of life — the modern urban community based on 
money and technology . . , The love of the common man has 
been the glory of Chicago. The belief that only when he is 
decently housed can democracy survive has been the moral 
glory of our architecture. 


"The conviction that he must be beautifully housed and 


sheltered has become the estchtic credo of modern archi- 
tecture ..." 


He added that it was not important who does the building, 


only that it must be done. "For democracy cannot exist with- 
out good architecture," he said, "and good architecture in 
turn can be created only among men who walk the earth in 
freedom and dignity." 


All that just to talk about brick and mortar. 


be getting a better shake. 


"In today's day and age," he said re- 


ferring to the women's rights movement 
and the higher place in society being 
achieved by women, "the laws should be 
equal all the way around. In old times, 
divorced women used to be thought to be 
soiled and fallen women.'' Now, he said, 
women get the best of the court deci- 
sions. 


He said the Lane case was a good ex- 


ample of this. "Alimony is useful when 
needed," he said. "But if it's not needed 
it should be cut off." 


Rosenberg also draws some optimism 


from a decision he won last February 
when Cook County Circuit Court Judge 
Margaret O'Malley ruled in favor of a 
Northbrook dentist. The judge ruled that 
the dentist did not have to continue pay- 
ing $800-a-month alimony to his ex-wife, 
which he had been obligated to do for 
four years, 'because she was not only 
supporting herself but her boyfriend, as 
well.

Negative double positive slam 


After a negative double a jump bid is 


strength showing, but not forcing. If ei- 
ther partner wants to force to game he 
does so by cue bidding the enemy suit. 
This cue bid does not indicate any specif- 
ic holding; it merely forces to game. 


The negative double by North made it 


easy for South to become declarer in 
spades. There was no slam anywhere 
else. With North as declarer the defense 
would grab the first two heart tricks. 


Careful play was required to bring the 


slant home, but South was equal to the 
task. He won the club lead; ruffed a club 
with dummy's ace of trumps. Led the 
nine to his jack; ruffed another club with 
the queen; drew trumps; ran the rest of 
the clubs and dummy's ace-king of dia- 
monds and conceded the last trick. 


The. bidding is worthy of more com- 


ment. After North's cue bid South bid 
three clubs to show the long suit. North 
bid three diamonds and South went to 
three notrump, He didn't know about the 
spades at that time. Then, when North 
bid four spades South knew his partner 
had been heading for that spot all the 
time and South just bid the slam.

Knight has enough mobility to give you great range 


How the 
chessmen 


move 


THE PAWN moves only forward 


one space, with the exception of its 
first move when it has the option of 
moving two spaces forward. It cap- 
tures one square diagonally forward. 


THE KNIGHT moves and captures 


in the form of a capital L — two 
spaces in either a horizontal or ver- 
tical direction and one space to the 
right or left. It is the only piece per- 
mitted to jump over other men. 


THE QUEEN, the most powerful 


piece on the board, moves and cap- 
tures diagonally, and horizontally 
and vertically, along the ranks and 
files. 


THE ROOK (occasionally called 


the castte) moves and captures hori- 
zontally and vertically, along the 
ranks and files. 


THE BISHOP moves and captures 


diagonally. 


THE KING moves and captures 


one square at a time in any direc- 
tion. 


The knight is usually characterized by 


its relatively short range. Over the long 
haul, it comes off second best to the bish- 
op more often than not. This fact is often 
presented statistically by saying that the 
bishop is slightly more valuable than the 
knight. Some books tell us that if we as- 
sign a value of 3 to the knight, the bishop 
is worth y/4. 


Yet it is not extraordinary for the 


knight to demonstrate startling range. A 
peculiar example of knight vs. bishop is 
given in our first 


Diagram 1 


diagram. White, who is two pawns 
ahead, has an easy win whatever hap- 
pens. But the fact that the white knight 
will be able to exchange itself for the 
bishop makes white's job even easier. 


The black bishop, under attack by the 


white rook, must move. Whichever of the 
11 possible squares the bishop chooses to 
stop at, the white knight will be able to 
attack it with a discovered check. In a 
sense, the white knight "controls" the 
two major "white" diagonals.

In our second position, white must win 


because of its knight's effective blocking 
powers and surprising range. 


Black can stave off immediate defeat 


by harassing the white king until dia- 
gram three is reached.

An immediate pawn promotion allows

neously eyeing KN8, where it will block 
the rook check, and QB3, which is no 
longer available to the black rook be- 
cause of the potential knight check and 
fork at Q5.

Our last position features one of the 


most hapless knight situations on record. 
The position was reached in a speed 
game between Capablanca and Lasker. 
If you study the position, you will see 
that the win is not obvious. If white plays 
1. KxN, the result is stalemate! If the 
white rook simply moves away to safety, 
black plays NxP and draws easily. 


But there is a win for white and Capa- 
blanca found it. The winning move is 1. 
R-R8 check!! If 1... KxR, white plays 
KxN and wins the king and pawn end- 
game. On the other hand, if 1... Nxlt, 
white plays 2. K-B8! and the knight will 
be forced to immolate itself at B2, after 
which the endgame is again lost. 


As always, the power of the pieces is a 


function of the positions the players 
achieve for them.

Egypt keeps up fight

LONDON — The 2'/2 months old Egyp- 


tian-Israeli cease-fire along the Suez can- 
al is becoming increasingly precarious. 


Fighting is erupting almost daily 


with mounting violence. 


Both Egypt and Israel have reported 


not merely exchanges of small arms fire 
but also tank and heavy artillery duels. 


Israel has admitted casualties. Egypt 


has said nothing, but Western military 
men say losses on her side too are likely 
in this scale of fighting. 


What is striking, however, is that the 


United Nations peacekeeping force on 
the spot has charged Egypt with respon- 
sibility for at least 75 per cent of cease- 
fire violations. 


Egypt has not bothered to deny this. 


On the contrary, Egyptian military lead- 
ers continue to boast of their readiness to 
resume full scale war. 


All this has touched off widespead 


speculation as to the reasons why Egypt 
appears deliberately to be keeping the 
Middle East cauldron near boiling point. 


The most obvious answer, and the one 


generally accepted by Western officials 
as well as by Israel herself, is that Egypt 
is stoking up the military pressure in or- 
der to back her negotiating position at 
the Geneva Middle East peace talks. 


Egypt has taken a consistently tough 


stance there. 


She has flatly rejected Israel's propos- 


als for mutual withdrawal of Egyptian 
and Israeli forces to opposite sides of the

Cooperation can ease child abuse 


The horrors of child abuse can 


only be resolved if concerned per- 
sons and agencies work together to 
battle the problem. 


As with any pervasive and com- 


plex social problem, it isn't enough 
for a single social agency to work 
on the problem of child abuse. This 
problem involves social agencies, 
the courts, foster families, individ-

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uals — in short, not just one gov- 
ernmental agency. 


The problem in Illinois, as re- 


ported recently by Herald city edi- 
tor Dorothy Oliver in a series on 
child abuse, has become more vis- 
ible — at least for social agencies 
— with enactment of a new law 
which broadens the reporting of 
child abuse cases. 


This new crackdown on child 


abuse, we believe, marks an oppor- 
tunity for local Northwest subur- 
ban agencies to become more in- 
volved with dealing with the prob- 
lem. 


The state agency that deals 


directly with the problem now — 
the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services (IDCFS) — is 
already overburdened with child 
abuse cases. 


Currently, about 150 emergency 


calls on child abuse a month are 
sent through the agency. The 26 so- 
cial workers and six supervisors in 
the follow-up unit are assigned 


these cases, in addition to an al- 
ready heavy workload. 


Under the new reporting laws, 


the Department must investigate 
new cases — as reported by day 
care, public aid and social work- 
ers, and nurses, policemen and 
teachers — within 24 hours. 


An investigation can lead to a 


child's removal from the home and 
placement in a foster home, the ar- 
rest of the parents, appearances in 
court, recommendations on final 
child 
placement, referrals for 


counseling, forms, red tape, phone 
calls — hours, days of work. 


However, the law permits the 


Department to designate other 
agencies to handle the investi- 
gation and follow-up in neglect 
and abuse cases. We feel it would 
be a good idea for local agencies to 
become involved in this process. 


The Northwest suburbs have sev- 


eral agencies which, 
although 


busy, do not have nearly the case- 
load as the IDCFS. Futhermore, 


local clinic personnel are more fa- 
miliar with the Northwest suburbs, 
have a better understanding of the 
people and more of a personal 
commitment to this area. 


Child abuse, if detected early, 


does not have to become a mater of 
prison for the parents or separation 
for the children. Child abusers, giv- 
en counseling and treatment, can 
become citizens who love and act 
responsibly towards their children. 
And if help is close at hand, then 
the solution to the problem will 
come more quickly. 


Localization 
is 
one element 


that'll make the problem easier to 
solve. But those responsible for 
spotting the problem must take 
their responsibility seriously, too. 
If incidents are reported, then the 
process of ridding our society of 
the menace of child abuse can be- 
gin. 
But only with all agencies 


working together can the problem 
be eased. 


Washington window 


Rail passengers, more bad news! 


by DON PHILLIPS 


WASHINGTON - Every year for 140 


years, railroads and railroad passengers 
have made a simple discovery: in the 
winter, It gets cold. 


Why then hasn't something been done 


to prevent the yearly breakdown of train 
heating systems every time the tempera- 
ture fails below zero? 


Amtrak has grand plans for winter- 


proof heating systems for its new passen- 
ger ears, which may be ordered soon. 
But delivery is two or three winters in 
the future, and conversion of the old cars 
to electric heat probably will not begin 
tot two years. 


And no amount of good intention can 


help the DOO passengers who shivered in 
cold railroad ears in the Midwest and 
West over the New Year's holiday week- 
end. 


There Is one basic reason trains get 


cold, they are heated by steam, a hold- 
over from the days when the locomotives 
w e r e run by steam. Steam was 
abundantly available from the huge boil- 
ers of those locomotives and it was only 
logical to use it, 


When motive power was changed from 


steam to diesel, railroads put a steam 
generator in the diesel unite rather than 
change the method of heating on the 


I 
cars. This was far less costly, and much 
easier. 


There steam must be delivered 


through outside pipes from the locomo- 
tive to each passenger car and it con- 
tains water vapor that can freeze. 


Under normal operation, even in sub- 


zero weather, the steam pipes will stay 
hot enough to maintain heat. But let 
something go wrong in that sub-zero 


weather — a steam generator malfunc- 
tion, an unexpected long stop out on the 
main line, a leak in the steam line — and 
chances, are the water vapor inside the 
pipes will freeze. Then steam being 
pumped in from the engine can't reach 
all or part of the train. 


Unfreezing it can be a big problem, 


and in the meantime the train gets cold. 


More often than not, the heating break- 


down will be precipitated by human and- 
or mechanical efforts that have nothing 
to do with the heating system. The pas- 
sengers of the San Francisco Zephyr 
were treated to a real classic a few days 
ago. 


The Zephyr left Chicago, nice and 


warm, pulled by three diesel engines 
each with operating steam generators. 
Before the train reached the next divi- 
sion point, Galesburg, 111., one of the 
three diesels had broken down. 


In Galesburg, an employe mistakenly 


began filling the fuel tank of one of the 
other diesels with water, putting it out of 
business. 
,• 


As the sole remaining diesel sat in the 


station, trying to generate enough steam 
to keep the train warm, it broke down. 
The train froze, and the passengers spent 
the night in the station. 


The answer to the train heat problem 


is simple but costly; convert to electric 
heat. 


Amtrak's New York-Washington Met- 


roliners already are electrically heated, 
as will be all new passenger cars the 
corporation may purchase, 


The present steam-heated fleet of 


about 1,700 cars will begin going through 
the process of conversion to electric heat 
in about two years when they come due 
for another major overhaul, Amtrak 
says. The overall conversion process 
should be complete before 1980. 


Until then, don't be too afraid to ride 


trains in the winter. More of them get 
through more warm than cold. But when 
the thermometer outside drops below 
zero, it might pay to be nice to the crew 
because they are the ones whose mis- 
takes can bring that cold inside, and 
whose compassion can get you sand- 
wiches and coffee in the nearest station.

Walker's 'clean coal' proposal may solve energy crunch 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. Daniel Walker's proposal to 


spend $100 million on coal-cleansing research might be a long- 
range solution to the energy crunch, industry and legislative 
leaders say, but It wont solve the state's immediate energy 
problems. 


The governor, in Ms annual "State of the State" message to 


the General Assembly Wednesday, asked for a $100 million 
bond authorization with the money to be used principally for 
research Into clean burning of coal.. 


He said the goal would be to find a way to burn high-sulfur 


Illinois coal without causing heavy air pollution. If that goal 
can be realized, he said, the energy crunch will have been 
somewhat relieved, the environment will have been protected 
and Illinois will benefit economically from sales of its coal. 


A news analysis 


PRAISE FOR the program's concept was nearly unani- 


mous. Lawmakers and coal industry spokesmen alike used 
words sueh as "impressive," "good move," "sensible" and 
"excellent." 


But members of both groups cautioned, a& did Walker him- 


self, that the proposals will solve no Immediate problems. 
Critics called again for Walker to relax state antipollution 
standards until clean coal-burning becomes a reality. 


Rep, Richard 0. Hart, D.-Benton, said temporary suspen- 


sion or rollback of pollution standards would provide an im- 
mediate market for Illinois' high-sulfur coal and, therefore, 
stimulate production. If and when clean burning devices are 
put into operation, he said, coal then will be available. 


Walker last year vetoed a bill sponsored by Hart that would 


Poll shows Illinois residents are in 'despair' 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The people of 


Illinois are so pessimistic about the fu- 
ture that their attitude might best be de- 
scribed as despairing, aides to Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker say. 


And, what's more, they blame their 


troubles largely on government — in- 
cluding Walker himself. 


Deputy Gov. Victor DeGraaia said 


Wednesday Walker forces conducted a 
poll late in 1973,' asking people whether 
1973 was better than, as good as, or 
worse than 1972. 


Seventy-eight per cent responded that 


it was a worse year than the one that 
preceded it, he said. 


THE POLL also asked whether people 


expected 1974 to be better than, as good 
as, or worse than 1973. Eighty per cent 
said it will be worse, DeGrazia said. 


He did not detail how the poll was tak- 


en or how many people were questioned. 
He said answers to some other questions 
are not yet correlated. 


"With that kind of attitude, it's a won- 


der we haven't had an epidemic of sui- 
cides," DeGrazia said. 


Walker's press aide, Norton Kay, said 


the poll indicated that people blame their 
troubles "on government." 


"They can see, as you and I know, that 


there's a paralysis in Washington," Kay 
said. "There's no leadership coming out 
of there because people don't have time 
to deal with the problems that a£fect 
people." 


A S K E D WHETHER those polled 


blamed Walker, Kay said, "We were 
hurt the least" by problems facing the 
public. 


Kay said the poll is constructed in such 


a way that Walker forces can cross- 


check responses and pinpoint issues that 
trouble people. He did not specify, how- 
ever, which issues underlay the current 
mood. 


Walker himself, however, may have 


pinpointed them in his "State of the 
S t a t e ' ' message-to the legislature 
Wednesday. 


"Turning to the broader state picture," 


Walker said, "I cannot stand here today 
and tell you that all is well, that a 
trouble-free year lies ahead. 


"We don't need the experts to tell us 


that we face galloping inflation, price in- 
creases, layoffs and shortages. 


"Families are trying to stretch a food 


budget that has no more give. Husbands 
and wives lie awake at night worrying 
how they can afford to send the kids to 
college. 


"People are hurting." 


have directed the state environmental protection agency to 
delay enforcement of new air-quality standards. 


RICHARD MILLER, senior vice president of the Peabody 


Coal Co., Illinois' largest coal producer, said 'he sees little 
immediate relief coming from Walker's suggestions. "It takes 
about four years to put in another underground coal mine and 


it probably takes you that long to build a coal gasification 
plant if you have the commercial technology ready," he said. 


Otis J. Gibson, president of the Illinois Coal Operators 


Assn., which represents nine companies holding 55 Illinois 
mines, said, "The state should have been doing something 
like this four or five years ago." 


"The only thing that would really help in the next five or 10 


years," Gibson said, "would be to lift sulfur restrictions or to 
delay them as much as 10 years. This research doesn't come 
fast, nor do new power plants or coal mines." 


AND RAYMOND Bodar, manager of environmental affairs 


for the Illinois state Chamber of Commerce, said the Walker 
plan, if passed into law, would not alter the chamber's esti- 
mate of financial hardship which will result from new air 
standards. 


Bodar said he sees nothing in Walker's proposal to change 


the chamber estimate that new standards will eliminate 8,500 
jobs and cost the coal industry $110 million a year in revenue. 


Walker's press aide Norton Kay said Walker realizes his 


.proposal would be, at best, a relatively long-range solution to 
the energy shortage. But, he said, "We're not going to back 
down on air quality standards" in quest of a short-term solu- 
tion.

Doctor's conclusion 


Art is for the sake 
of peace of mind

Frederick Franck possesses a 


talent that is rare in the boom and 
rattle of modern society: he knows 
how to find peace of mind. 


For instance, he says, when he 


first heard of the outbreak of the 
recent Mideast war, he was 
stunned, 


"1 am allergic to war anywhere 


and this made me feel almost sui- 
cidal," he recalls. "But I went for 
a walk to a field near my home 
and I began to draw. I began to 
draw grass, nothing more. But to 
draw it I had to look at it and soon 
I began to see everything more 
clearly again." 


Franck. a Holland-born 67-year- 


old doctor, dentist and artist, is no 
escapist. He worked for three 
years as an oral surgeon with Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer's hospital in Ga- 
bon, he is the author of 15 books 
and his art is displayed in more 
than 20 museums around the 
world. 


"ART IS subversive," he says. 


"Through art you can get outside 
yourself and really get to know 
something. And it is very hard to 
destroy something you have drawn 
and come to know." 


Franek settled In Warwick, N.Y., 


10 years ago, rebuilding an old ho- 
tel and grist mill into his present 
home and a smalt, nonsectarian 
meditating chapel he calls "a sa- 
cred space." The chapel, named 
"Paeem In Terris" after the sec- 
ond Vatican council, is also used 
for plays and concerts and is the 
main tourist attraction in this 
calm, wooded town about an hour's 
drive from New York City. 


Franck himself now spends most 


of his time writing and drawing 
and has just published a book, 
' ' T h e Z e n o f S e e i n g : 
Seeing/Drawing as Meditation." 


"I HAVE learned," he writes, 


"that what I have not drawn I 
have never really seen, and that 
when I start drawing an ordinary 
thing, I realize how extraordinary 
it is, sheer miracle: the branching 
of a tree, the structure of a dan- 
delion's seed puff. 'A mouse is a 
miracle enough to stagger sextil- 
lions of infidels,' says Walt Whit- 
man." 


"While drawing a rock I learn 


nothing 'about' rocks but let this 
particular rock reveal Its rock- 
yness. While drawing grasses I 
learn nothing 'about' grass, but

wake up to the wonder of this 
grass and its growing, to the won- 
der that there is grass at all." 


Franck concedes that 220 million 


Americans could not, say, solve the 
energy crisis by sitting down en- 
semble to draw petroleum, but he 
argues that the drawing itself 
makes people better able to under- 
stand and cope with their own re- 
actions. And he adds, what and 
how well you draw is irrelevant. 


"DON'T CHECK what gets onto 


the paper," he argues. "It does not 
matter at all. If your pencil runs 
off the paper, that's fine, too. You 
can always start again. Only, don't 
let your eye wander from what it is 
seeing and don't lift your pencil 
from your paper. And above all, 
don't try too hard, don't 'think' 
about what you are drawing. Just 
let the hand follow what the eye 
sees. Let it caress." 


Franck's drawing/seeing concept 


is an outgrowth of his interest in 
zen, a form of Buddhism 'that he 
describes as "a direct perception 
of and insight into the presence 
into the transiency, the finitude 
that I share with all beings." 


But, he says, one doesn't have to 


be a zen follower to profit from 
drawing. 


"What is art?" Franck asks. 


"Art is that which, despite all, 
gives hope."

Oriental brush writing

Though it is difficult for Sam-Poong 


Choie to express himself in fluent Eng- 
lish, he easily communicates his feelings 
through a series of Oriental brush writ- 
ings, He has completed many since ar- 
riving in Arlington Heights almost two 
months ago to visit his daughter, Mrs. 
Joseph Lim. 


In Seoul, Korea, his home, Choie writes 


on rice paper with an ink stick and pad. 
While in this country, he is using com- 
mercial Indian ink on pressed wood pa- 
rica boards. Rice paper is unavailable 
and bottled ink is much more convenient. 


But the messages are the same . . . 


philosophical 
verses 
handed 
down 


through the ages or original poems and 
compositions from his own published col- 
lection. 


ORIENTAL BRUSH writing is a tradi- 


tional Chinese art both decorative and 
meaningful. In lieu of the current inter- 
est in exchanging cultural ideas between 
the United States and China, Sam-Poong 
Choie is most anxious to share his knowl- 
edge and background while visiting in 
•the Chicago area. 


A recently retired Seoul lawyer and 


government official, Choi studies Ori- 
ental literature as a hobby. Through ex- 
tensive research on his own, he has 
translated many great Chinese .works 
and verses into the Korean language. 


Composing, translating and brush writ- 


ing are Choie's means of relaxation. It is 
a "daily discipline" and serves as a 
therapeutic period of meditation and soli- 
tude. 


In Oriental homes it is very common to 


find framed verses written on rice paper 
or silk. 


"It is something to look up to," said 


Choie reading off the literal translation 
of some of his pieces with his daughter's 
help. 


"THE PEACH DOES not say anything. 


It's what is underneath" signifies the 
tree's shade value. 


"Talkative families invite discord. En- 


dure 100 times, no trouble in the future." 
Choie laughs at that one, a popular say- 
ing though not always true. 


These verses are generations old. Oth- 


er parica boards in his daughter's living 
room are filled with Choie's own original 
works. 


It is definitely art, he feels, because 


his own mind is reflected in his writings. 
If his mind is "pure and clear," his work 
will appear more attractive even if it's a 
recopied well-worn verse. 


There are two styles of writing, the 


Han or printed style, and the running 
form which is much more flowing and 
ornate. Choie prefers using the latter. 


ORIENTAL BRUSH writing is not 


easy to do for the characters which origi- 
nated from actual pictures, are carefully 
formed by the amount of ink on the 
brush and the amount of pressure ap- 
plied with the hand Special brushes are 
necessary. Choie prefers using brushes 
with either fox or rabbit hair bristles. 


On each finished piece Choie applies 


two seals, his personal or decorative 
stamp and an artistic stamp which is his 
pen name. 


Choie's decorative seal means "all is 


vanity" in English. It is authentic proof 
that the brush writing was created by 
Sam-Poong Choie and no one else. Addi- 
tional proof is his signature or pen name, 
a combination of "stone and seashore." 


He chose his pen name because of his 


fond memories of a childhood by the sea 
and the rocky terrain of his own home 
province. 


THIS IS SAM-POING Choie's first visit 


to the United States. He hopes to remain 
with his daughter and her family until 
spring. Though Seoul has been awakened 
by capitalism, modernization stops at the 
city limits. Korea is a country of great 
contrasts and Choie is amazed at the 
U.S. suburban lifestyle. 


"Arlington Heights is so far from the 


city. But life is still so good."

Grand Ole Opry on the air—still 


by TOM TIEDE 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. — When it comes 


to organization, the Grand Ole Opry 
looks like the last battle at Utah Beach. 
But entertainment is something else and 
in this regard Saturday night in Nash- 
ville is as sure as God's green apples — 
every week for the last 48 years, through 
some 2500 consecutive shows, good times 
and bad, the Grand Ole Opry has done 
its toe-tapping thing as if the gods would 
not have it otherwise. 


Never mind that Opry organizers ad- 


mit, "We do everything wrong." Never 
mind that there is no script and that the 
program director is so old (84) he has to 
read the schedule with a magnifying 
glass. The Grand Ole Opry defies all 
odds. Contrary to the laws of physics it 
moves briskly while standing still. 


IT IS, TO START with, the only live 


vaudeville entertainment still on the ra- 
dio today. Moreover it is probably the 
only radio program in the world that 
people pay to see (the 3000 seat Opry- 
house is booked solid through January). 
And finally, though it hasn't changed its 
format (nor some of its tunes) in a half 
century, it must rank with sex as Amer- 
ica's longest running variety show. 


Why? Good question. How does a radio 


show which advertises snuff get off 
claiming millions of listeners? And why 
in the world would 600,000 people travel 
an average of 450 miles to sit in a 100- 
year-old firetrap auditorium, to hear 
somebody named Minnie Pearl tell a 
joke about her Uncle Nabob, whom she 
describes as not drinking any more, nor 
less, either? 


The answer no doubt is written on the 


cover of the skimpy Opry souvenir pro- 
gram. This show, it reads, is "The Moth- 
er Church of Country Music." Let the 
kids go to acid rock and the city folk to 
Dean Martin, the Opry fans are not so 
fickle with their passions. The same 


It is 10 minutes before showtime and things couldn't be worse. 
The announcer hasn't shown up, neither has the studio engi- 
neer and the lead act says he doesn't know what songs he'll 
sing. Cables look like mating snakes on the set, plaster from 
the walls is falling on one of the musical instruments and a 
Boy Scout selling candy keeps wandering out to the footlights. 
"Say," asks a confused backstage visitor, "are you sure you're 
having a program here tonight?" 


people who idolized Bill Monroe and his 
Bluegrass Boys during the Depression 
idolize him today. 


"WHEN I WAS a kid," says Billy Hud- 


son, a Tallahassee cop, "we had this old 
battery radio set in West Florida. And on 
Saturday night the whole area listened to 
the Opry. Roy Acuff. Minnie Pearl. 
Grandpa Jones. Ever since then I've 
wanted to come to Nashville .and see the 
show in person. Now I'm here and, man, 
it's something. It's everything I ever 
thought it was." 


Actually, the Grand Ole Opry is prob- 


ably a bit more than Billy Hudson 
thought it was. Many who come to see 
the show — according to surveys the av- 
erage spectator is a middle-aged high 
school graduate making $7,000 to $12,000 
a year — are not quite ready for the full 
realization of what the Opry (i.e., coun-' 
try music) is today. These devotees, used 
to the country past when their music was 
known as cornpone, are awed by the in- 
dustry's growth. 


And the growth has been awesome. 


Where once, says Hoy Acuff, '*we had to 
be content with playing for high school 
assemblies," country musicians are now 
playing for presidents. 


THE COUNTRY Music Association es- 


timates there are 800 full-time country ra- 
dio stations in the United States today 
and 2800 others that play country occa- 
sionally. This translates into about 20 per 
cent of all musical record sales today or 
some $500 million a year in country pock- 
ets. 


There are also 32 million subscribers to 


150 country music fan magazines and the 
entire worth of the industry is some $2 to 
$3 billion a year. 


And so the Opry plays on here — al- 


most stubbornly. 


It may be hot as a hay loft (the Opry- 


house has no air conditioning and sum- 
mer temperatures rise to 110 degrees) or 
drafty as a leanto ("We have three 
acoustic levels: closed window, partly 
open and all the way"), but the people 
respond as if they are in Hillbilly Heav- 
en. Management encourages hand clap- 
ping, knee slapping and flashbulb photo 
taking. The only behavior rule fa not to 
spill Coke cups on the upper seating tier. 


"The floor leaks," says Opry staffer 


Jerry Strobel, "and the people below 
don't like it." 


OH THE PEOPLE! Strobel remem- 


bers one woman who visited the ticket 
office complaining that her seat had a 
crack in it and everytime the audience 
applauded, the seat moved and tweaked 
her print dress "I don't like to gripe/' 
she said, "but lemme tell you if I'm gon- 
na get pinched I want a hand at the oth- 
er end." 


And if the Opry audience is lively, the 


performers approach, as the late Opry 
star Tex Hitter used to say, pandee-mo- 
nium. While an artist at the footlights 
plays "Blues Side of Town," a fellow be- 
hind the curtain picks "What's That 
Flower You Have On?" A bearded back- 
up man sips a soft drink in between 
huuuummmmms. And a guy with a vis- 
itor is forming his hands to shout: "Wait 
till you see Dolly Parton. Ooooeeee! She 
has the biggest upstairs pillows in the 
entire state." 


ENTERTAINMENT? It's devastating. 


Opry director Bud Wendell says now and 
then a singer swallows a fly. It's always 
funny when the bass fiddle gets knocked 
over by the Stony Mountain doggers. 
And radio audiences from Canada to 
Mexico (broadcasting station WSM is 
50,000 watts, clear channel) probably go 
wild when Stonewall Jackson gives way 
with his latest hit, "Herman Schwartz": 
"I despise you Herman Schwartz/ I don't 
even like your name/ Hope your face 
gets full of wartz/ And you get run over 
by a train." 


It never fails, this Opry here in the 


Jerusalem of country music. Once Presi- 
dent Roosevelt interrupted a program for 
a 30-minute speech, and when Martin^Lu- 
ther King was assassinated a tape of a 
previous show was rebroadcast. Other 
than that, in soft times and hard, war 
and peace crisis or no, the Grand Ole 
Opry gets it together each week, some- 
how, for Country U.S.A.

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Men collectors 
favor old toys 


By now, many of the Christmas toys so 


carefully chosen are probably ready for 
the rubbish pile. My 10-year-old nephew 
asked for and received a "Wrack-em" 
ear set, which disintegrates upon first 
impact with any hard object, like some- 
one's shin. It seemed to me that such a 
toy was carrying planned obsolescence a 


' bit far, until he showed me the cars 


could be put back together and wrecked 
' again. 
.- It would take more than a slight colli- 
f 8ion to destroy the toy pictured, a solid 
vcast iron circus wagon, circa 1880. Dura- 
bility was built in, and except for a few 


paint chips, it is just as good as new, 95 
years later. The original owner is no 


-doubt long gone, which may say some- 
thing about human frailty, and about the 
fact that with the miracles of modern 
science, medicine and plastic, we can at 
least outlast a toy. 


The first cast iron toys in America 


were made about 1825, such things as 
small irons with trivets, miniature gar- 
den tools and a few wheeled vehicles. 
Later, about the time of the Civil War, 
cast iron banks, guns and doll furniture 
became available, but it was the 1880s 
and 1890s that saw the great influx of 
American made cast toys. Their popu- 
larity lasted well Into the '20s. Indeed, 
the favorite possession of my brother-in- 
law is his Model T iron car, given him 
for Christmas in 1933. 


EARLY IRON horse-drawn toys were 


made by several manufacturers, but 
most cannot be identified. One maker, 
Carpenter, did mark his toys with a pat- 
ent date, Nov. 16, 1880, on the rod be- 
-tween the horses. The best American 
'iron toys were made by E. R. Ives of 
C o n n e c t i c u t (especially known for 
trains), but these were not marked with 
the trade name "Ives" until after 1907 
The word "Phoenix" Is said to identify 
an earlier Ives toy.

mostly, and men of means, I might add. 
Prices of top quality iron toys can run 
into the thousands, and the bidding and 
bartering is as warm, in some places, as 
that of the stock exchange. 


Any old toy has value, even those 


made of tin from the '30s and '40s, but in 
general, the older and the more moving 
parts, the more sought after. Trains of 
the 19th century are rare and fire fight- 
ing equipment desirable. Early styles of 
autos are wanted by specialists. 


NEVER PAINT AN old metal or wood- 


en toy, for such practice lowers the val- 
ue. And watch out for reproductions. 
Many iron toys are made today from 
original molds, and even have chipped 
paint and rust to simulate age 


If interested in collecting old toys, it is 


wise to have a book on the subject, and a 
good illustrated one is "The Perelman 
Antique Toy Museum," which sells for 
S3 95 and is published by Wallace Home- 
stead Book Co., Des Moines, Iowa. This 
book pictures examples of toys from the 
Perelman Antique Toy Museum in Phila- 
delphia, where Leon Perelman, owner, 
has gathered more than 3000 mechanical, 
animated and still toys and banks of cast 
iron or tin covering the period from 
about the end of the Civil War to the 
beginning of World War I.

The year is 197". The bomb is dropped. 


Minutes before, a rich French land own- 
er has been interrupted ftom drawing 
wine in his castle's cellar by a com- 
mittee of boyhood friends. 


They have just explained their plans to 


run him for mayor of their rural village 
when the room turns Intensely hot. The 
unthinkable has happened. 


Protected by thick stone walls, the 


group survives Then, the challenge is 
continued survival In a countryside — 
and perhaps an entlte world — laid flat 
and desolate. The villagers are, perhaps 
too predictably, a diverse, representative 
crew — the indomitable old woman ser- 
vant and her idiot sen, the grouchy Com- 
munist, the anti-cleric, the clever, sweet- 
natured artisan, the resourceful young 
man. 


Life gets down to simple elements. 


How much ham to eat. How many tor- 
ches to light. Whether or not to share the 
'remaining young woman. 


The landowner assumes leadership. In 


the weird environment, he evolves into a 
wise, benevolent monarch, a process the 
reader follows with fascination. We 
sometimes seem to be in the midst of a 
novel about medieval hardships. The 
castle, "Malevil," looms larger and larg- 
er as an oasts of safety and tranqullity 
against an unknown world. Outside, the 
stricken landscape is over-hung by lead- 
en skies or blackness.

The author writes compellingly of 


O'Neill the loner, the seeker, whose rag- 
ing family and upbringing furnished him 
with material for several remarkable 
plays and enough personal emotional 
problems to translate into many others. 
His demand for utter selflessness from 
women, for instance, might have been 
the result of his mother's drug addiction 
and her complete obeisance to his father, 
a famous but limited actor. 


As any theatergoer knows, his plays 


are vital documents of human conduct 
and reaction. And in his book, leavened 
by some previously unpublished mate- 
rial, we can see some of the reasons 
O'Neill was able to create such theater. 
He stands out as one of the nation's

Speed reader may 
lose comprehension 


Most students taking a recent speed- 


reading program tended to lose com- 
prehension as their speed increased, a 
California State University professor of 
psychology reports. 


Writing in the December issue of Psy- 


chology Today magazine, Dr. Richard D. 
Graf said his study of 31 students showed 
their memory average dropped one-third 
as their reading accelerated. 


"Many of them appeared to road three 


times as fast as they had before," Graf 
said. "When they took their com- 
prehension tests, though, their com- 
prehension scores suffered. It made no 
difference what sort of literature they 
were reading " 


Graf concluded his research "suggests 


strongly that the average speed reader 
cannot triple his reading speed, or even 
double it, without missing large chunks 
of the message in front of him." (UPI)

'Live ones' from three English bands 
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English bands are a hard working lot 


by far. Three new live albums spotlight 
three of the hardest working bands — the 
established Faces and newcomers Wish- 
bone Ash and Ctlmax Blues Band. 


The Faces album. "Coast To Coast 


O v e r t u r e and Beginners" (Mercury 
records and Warner Bros, tapes), is the 
group's first since founder Ronnie Lane 
quit. Recorded in October last year at 
Anaheim and Hollywood, the album fea- 
tures his replacement. Tetsu Yamauchi 
(who was with another British band, 
Free, for a year) on bass guitar. 


The album's selection of songs is typi- 


cal of an actual Faces performance. 
Three selections are taken from lead 
singer Rod Stewart's solo albums and 
three are taken from earlier Faces' al- 
bums. The rest are new songs, but not 
written by the group. 


Yet while the song selection is good, 


the performance Is lacking in the ex- 
citement found at a real Faces concert, 
such as last year's at Northwestern Uni- 
versity. The band sounds different with- 
out Lane, much more restrained. 


THERE ISN'T ANY real excitement in 


the album until halfway through the first 
side when the band jams a little on "Ev- 
ery Picture Tells A Story." The following 
versions of "Angel" and "Stay With Me" 
are fairly good too. But that's about it as 
far as excitement. 


I found enjoyable the band's versions 


of John Lennon's "Jealous Guy" and the 
Temptations' "I Wish It Would Rain." 
There is also a creditable version of Bob- 
by Womack's "It's All Over Now." Still 
the Faces can and have done better al- 
bums. This is the second mediocre album 
since the rousing "A Nod Is As Good As 
A Wink To a Blind Horse" album (Warn- 
er Bros.) of 1971.

Tapestries unique art form

RIO DE JANEIRO - Prime Minister 


Golda Meir of Israel and former Chilean 
President Eduardo Frei own one. Others 
hang in the Brazilian embassy in New 
Delhi and the homes of French fashion 
designer de Givenchy and Queen Fabiola 
of Belgium. 


They are Brazilian tapestries — vivid 


splashes of handwoven color that evoke 
the richness of Brazil's multi-racial tra- 
ditions, her tropical fauna and flora and 
the nation's colonial background. 


Coveted as wall hangings and costing 


up to $6,000, the tapestries are a contin- 
uation of a tradition native to the north- 
east of Brazil. 


Considered the foremost exponent of 


the unique art form is Madeleine Colaco, 
a middle-aged woman born of French 
parents in Morocco, She settled in Brazil 
in 1940 with, her husband, Portuguese in- 
tellect Tomas Tibeiro Colaco. 


Creator of what was to be later known 


as the "Brazilian Stitch," Mrs. Colaco 
said her work was inspired by the sam- 
ba, the sensual, Afro-Brazilian dance. 


"When you samba, you &way from side 


to side That's the way my stitches go. 
Unrestrained. The subjects I use are 
Brazilian baroque art, folklore and na- 
ture." she said. 


MRS. 
COLACO said her tapestries — 


some of which require 70,000 stitches a 
square yard — vary in cost according to 
bize. Most of the tapestries being pro- 


duced today in Brazil are from one to 
three yards long. 


"The Candoble Brazilian Voodoo 


tapestry sold for $1,100. Another of or- 
chids cost $2,500. And I have sold one for 
$6,300," Mrs Colaco said. 


Among her well-known clients were 


former President Frei of Chile, Queen 
Fabiola of Belgium, deGivenchy and Ba- 
lenciaga. 


Nelson Paiva, 43, another prominent 


tapestry-maker, began his craft when his 
doctor recommended a form of psycho- 
therapy several years ago and he dis- 
covered he had an allergy to oil painting. 


A favorite subject of Paiva's ta- 


pestries are elaborately-carved doors of 
baroque colonial buildings. The doors are 
almost always closed. 


"It's a form of protest for all the 


closed doors that I have encountered," 
Paiva said. 


Paiva said he had no set price for Ms 


works. 


"IT DEPENDS on the size and quali- 


ty of the work," he said, adding that his 
most expensive tapestry sold for $600. 


"I consider myself an inexpensive art- 


ist, because I want my art to be spread 
out. I think all art should be sold for 
more reasonable prices so it will not be a 
privilege of the elite only," he said. 


Among his customers have been Prime 


Minister Golda Meir, Dr. Michael W. 
Gerstel of New York and the Caterpiller 
Company of Peoria, 111.

Producers keep interest 
in Eugene O'Neill alive

Theodore Mann and Jose Quintero 


have not forgotten the man who did 
much for them, and they for him — Eu- 
gene O'Neill. 


Mann has just revived the playwright's 


monumental "The Iceman Cometh" at 
the Circle-Levine Theater, and Quintero 
is the director of a revival of O'Neill's 
"A Moon for the Misbegotten" at the Mo- 
rosco Theater. 


It was in May, 1956, that the two, then 


coworkers at the off-Broadway Circle in 
the Square Theater, sire of the new up- 
town Circle-Levine, presented the first 
revival of "The Iceman Cometh," 10 
years after its original Broadway presen- 
tation, which was something less than a 
financial success, 
although generally 


praised by the critics. 


At the time, O'Neill, who died in 1953, 


had been somewhat in eclipse for a dec- 
ade. That first "Iceman" revival, which 
ran for more than two years and made a 
star of Jason Robards Jr., not only stir- 
red up new interest in the playwright's 
works, but it also did much for the pres- 
tige of Mann, Quintero and the Circle in 
the Square. 


THIS LED TO the widow O'Neill 


freeing for Broadway production by 
Mann and Quintero late in 1956 what 
some consider his master work, "Long 
Day's Journey Into Night," the thinly 
disguised drama-about O'Neill's family 
that the dramatist had asked not to be 
revealed until 25 years after his death. It 
wa a success. 


Subsequently, the previously unpro- 


duced "A Touch of the Poet" and "More 
Stately Mansions" were staged. And 
"Strange Interlude" and "Mourning Be- 
comes Electra" were revived, the latter 
twice in recent seasons and only last 
year 'by Mann at the Circle-Levine. 
There was a revival of "Long Day's 
Journey Into Night" three seasons ago; 
also, a revival of "The Great God 


Brown" last season. 


O'Neill, in short, has not been neg- 


lected in recent years, thanks largely to 
Mann and Quintero, although they have 
not been 'involved in all of the revivals. 


As for "A Moon for the Misbegotten," 


it had a checkered career. It was first 
produced by the Theater Guild in 1947, a 
few months after the original "The Ice- 
man Cometh." The Guild sent it on a 
tryout tour of three cities and closed it in 
St. Louis. No one, including O'Neill, was 
happy with the way it shaped up. 


IT WASN'T HEARD of again until 1957 


when it achieved only 68 Broadway per- 
formances while "A Long Day's Journey 
Into Night" was at the height of its suc- 
cess. Mann put it back into circulation 
for 199 performances at his Circle in the 
Square in 1968 and it had a more appre- 
ciative reception. 


, The current "Moon" revival has Jason 
Robards Jr., Colleen Dewhurst and Ed 
Flanders in the leading roles. There is an 
unusual relationship here. Besides hav- 
ing the lead in the first "Iceman" reviv- 
al, Robards was the elder son, James Jr. 
O'Neill's brother, in the original "Jour- 
ney," and he is now playing James, 11 
years older, in "Moon." The latter is an 
extension of sorts of "Journey," but 
James is the only family member in 
"Moon." 


Personally, I think "Moon" grows on 


one, and that, while not one of O'Neill's 
blockbusters, it eventually will rank with 
them as a major work. It is a simple 
story of star-crossed love, but it has a 
subtle power of its own.

Prime-time television not 
as innocent as it was 


HOLLYWOOD — Gone.are the days 


when network television's early prime 
time hours were devoted almost ex- 
clusively to the tastes of innocent little 
children. 


Nowadays, prime time schedules are 


opened by such earthy shows as "All In 
the Family," "Maude" and "Sanford 
And Son," as well as the more tradition- 
al series. 


The switch has been part of video's 


trend toward contemporary frankness 
and raciness in entertainment programs, 
with old taboos being shattered left and 
right as networks focus on the young ur- 
ban audience. 


Some viewers like the earthy trend. 


Others don't, feeling that television is 
using its new freedom as an excuse for 
permissiveness. And, occasionally, there 
are reports that Congress might come up 
with another public investigation of video 
sex and violence. 


BUT THE public furor over the home 


screen's new openness and suggestive- 
ness was pushed somewhat into the back- 
ground in the past year because of two 
big news stories that diverted attention 
from it on television — Watergate and 
the energy crisis. 


And, as the coincidental diversion took 


place, the 
contemporary-style video 


frankness became more quietly en- 
trenched because the spot-light was 
aimed elsewhere. 


Watergate coverage on the home tube 


brought considerable attention to tele- 
vision because of the commercial net- 
works' live transmission of the Senate 
hearings. 


So publicized was the pro-and-con-re- 


sponse to these broadcasts that almost 
anything to do with entertainment pro- 
grams seemed secondary by comparison. 


Ironically, however, video entertain- 


ment programs began to emerge as a 
possible significant element of the ener- 
gy and fuel crisis because, with people 
more restricted from traveling, tele- 
vision-watching figured to increase. 


THIS WOULD also mean, in another 


curious twist, that the new frankness and 
raciness of the home tube will probably 
get more viewer attention than before — 
and perhaps more reaction. 


Television might also be a significant 


element of the energy crisis if talk is 
intensified about the possibility of cutting 
back on broadcasting hours to conserve 
electricity. 


AS FOR the home screen taboos that 


are being broken with regularity, one has 
merely to turn on a video set for veri-

fication of the outpouring of contempo- 
rary-style programming. 


Subjects like politics, religion and sex 


are treated with added directness. 


Entertainment programs transmit atti- 


tudes of the past and present to viewers 
in relatively clearer social perspective 
than they once did. 


"All In the Family," for instance, has 


a bigot as its central character. 


"Maude" has dealt with subjects like 


abortion and alcoholism, and revolves 
around a woman who, though married 
now, previously was a divorcee. 


"Sanford and Son" focuses on a black 


junk dealer, and, like "All In the Fami- 
ly" and "Maude," plunges right into ra- 
cial mailers. 


All three of these comedies are among 


video's most popular series. 


NETWORKS DO not hesitate now to 


present programs about homesexuality 
and lesbianism. 


Numerous shows have had plots about 


drug use. Some other broadcasts have 
presented stories concerning prostitution 
and pimping. 


By and large, though, most of the ex- 


cesses of television's new freedom are 
probably the result of nothing more than 
simple incompetence and personal taste- 
lessness by many video creators. There 
are some excellent programs, and ex- 
cesses generally accompany new free- 
doms. 


IN ANY case, a sort of grassroots 


counter-movement appears to have been 
started by the huge success of the CBS- 
TV series "The Waltons," a gentle, affec- 
tionate show about a mountain family in 
the 1930s Depression. 


And, if you are the head of a video 


network, you are happy to have all the 
ammunition you can get to withstand the 
criticism that is bound to come when 
your programs reflect changing attitudes 
in a society.

If gasoline stations are ping to close 


on Sunday, why not supermarkets and 
shopping centers? 


That question is raised by Owen Coop- 


er, president of the nation's largest Pro- 
testant denomination, the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention. 


Cooper is concerned not only with con- 


serving energy but also with protecting 
"The Lord's Day" from becoming just 
another business day. 


It would be hard to dispute his argu- 


ment that the tradition of closing on Sun- 
day is undergoing rapid erosion in many 
lines of business and in many commu- 
nities. Now it's not just the drug stores 
and convenience food shops, but huge 
discount stores, chain supermarkets, au- 
tomobile dealers, furniture stores and 
many other retail outlets that do busi- 
ness as usual on Sundays. 


SOME OF THESE firms are located in 


the 16 states that have repealed, or never 
had, Sunday closing laws. But many are 
in other states which still have such laws 


Religion commentary 
Abigail Van Buren: 
a great theologian 


At the risk of offending some re- 


nowned scholars with many academ- 
ic degrees, 1 nominate Abigail Van 
Buren as the best moral theologian 
in America today. 


"Dear Abby" would be the first to 


admit, 1 am sure, that she is not as 
learned as professional theologians 
who teach at universities and semi- 
naries. She has written no weighty 
books, and has advanced no dis- 
tinctive new system of ethics, 


What she does write, five days a 


week, is a syndicated column that 
may well be the most widely read 
feature in U.S. newspapers. 


There's nothing original about its 


format. It consists of letters from 
people who are troubled, perplexed, 
irate, pleased or depressed about 
real-life, human problems. 


DOROTHY D1X pioneered the for- 


mat ages ago, and hundreds of sub- 
sequent advice-to-the-lovelorn colum- 
nists have imitated it. 


What makes the Dear Abby col- 


umn distinctive are her replies to the 
letters. They are nearly always wise 
as well as witty — and they are mor- 
ally edifying. 


From some things she has said, I 


have the impression that Abby in pri- 
vate life is an adherent of Judaism. 
But I'm sure she will not take it 
amiss If I say there is a striking sim- 
ilarity between the moral positions 
she takes and those taken by Jesus. 


For example: Abby. like Jesus, is 


invariably 
compassionate 
toward 


people who have landed in trouble 
because they succumbed to what the 
Puritans called the sins of the flesh. 
Although neither Jesus nor Abby con- 
dones licentiousness, they do not re- 
gard sexual misconduct as the epi- 
tome of evil. 


WHAT REALLY tees off Abby 


(and here her resemblance to Jesus 
is most striking) is hypocrisy. She 
cannot abide the smug complacency 
of self-righteous people, and the way 
she eviscerates them in print is re- 
markably similar, in tone and con- 
tent, to some of the cutting remarks 
Jesus used to make to the Pharisees 
of his day. 


Other similarities could be cited. 
Both Jesus and Abby attach great 


importance to simple acts of human 
kindness. Both display deep concern 
for the plight of the poor, the sick, 
the aged, the lonely and the unloved. 


Both regard it as a primary moral 


obligation of every human being to 
do all he can to help such wounded 
ones. 


BOTH RANK pride and selfishness 


just behind hypocrisy in the catalog 
of soul-crippling sins. 


Perhaps the most basic similarity 


between Dear Abby and the founder 
of Christianity is a strong determina- 
tion to communicate with people in 
language they can understand. 


Jesus achieved this by telling live- 


ly little anecdotes which now are 
piously called "parables," and by us- 
ing some of the most vivid and flash- 
ing metaphors in the history of 
speech. 


I'm not sure whether Abby's pithy 


replies and retorts will still be read 
and quoted 2,00 years hence.. 


But Abby's incisive comments and 


penetrating moral insights will live 
for quite a while anyway, in the 
hearts and minds of readers for 
whom they have provided precious 
moments of illumination.

on their books but enforce them only spo- 
radically if at all. 


Despite the fact that Sunday is a sec- 


tarian day of worship, and is not re- 
garded as the Sabbath by Jews or by 
Seventh Day Adventist Christians, the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled in 1960 that it 
is constitutionally permissible for a state 
or local government to enact and enforce 
Sunday closing laws. 


To do so, the court said, is not an "es- 


tablishment" of a particular religion, but 
simply recognition of a social need for 
"a common day of rest." 


The court notwithstanding, many reli- 


gious leaders remain dubious about using 
law as a tool for keeping Sunday as a 
day of rest, renewal and worship. They 
acknowledge 'that the choice of Sunday 
as the "common day of rest" is 
manifestly unfair to Jews and Advent- 
ists. And it has proved difficult to frame 
laws as 21 states have tried to do which 
exempt from Sunday closing those who 
for religious reasons observe a different 
day of rest. 


SOUTHERN BAPTIST leader Cooper 


has another solution: 


"If the Christians in this country were 


to commit themselves to the protection 
of the Lord's Day by not patronizing 
stores that stay open on Sunday, they 
could make it unprofitable for business 
establishments to operate on that day," 
he says. 


Cooper says this use of consumer pow- 


er to enforce a six-day business week not 
only would protect Sunday from gallop- 
ing secularization, but also would "make 
a substantial contribution toward energy 
conservation." 


He's surely right on that point: heating 


and lighting the stores of shopping cen- 
ters for six days a week obviously would 
require less fuel than keeping them open 
seven days a week. 


Cooper also is on sound ground in con- 


tending that American Christians could 
achieve this reform without bringing in 
the government. It's not the heathen, but 
faithful churchgoers, who stop at the su- 
permarket on the way home, and make 
Sunday business profitable.

Another thing happens every year at 


this time. The teams that make it to the 
Super Bowl usually are defense-oriented 
teams, and when defense dominates, 
your game isn't all that exciting. 


I've never been to a Super Bowl in per- 


son, but I know that it has a built-in lia- 
bility, of course, on television. The length 
of the production can generate impa- 
tience on the part of the audience. 


This year the entire show could run as 


long as four hours. CBS-TV has plans 
now — which could change at the last 
minute — to bypass the locker room in- 
terviews after the game in favor of -a 
different approach. 


Ray Scott, Pat Summerall, and Bart 


Starr will handle the live telecast, but up 
to 12 other broadcasters will be gathered 
in a huge tent adjacent to the gridiron 
for interviews after the game. CBS re- 
ports the broadcasters will be divided 
into teams, as many as six pairs, and 
will be assigned to concentrate on cer- 
tain positions throughout the game. They 
then will handle the interviews of the 
players in those positions afterward. 


"For instance, we might bring in all 


three linebackers to discuss how they 
coordinated," said Bill MacPhail, CBS 
sports chief.

New Trier hosts the Spartans tonight in 


a battle of unbeaten (4-0) Central Subur- 
ban basketball powers* There isn't a 
clear favorite in this fight for the CSL 
North division lead. 


Oh sure, the Spartans are 11-1 with 


league Ion ding scorer Ted Govcdnricu 
(27.2) and just off a 78-48 non-confercncc 
win over AHIal Stevenson. They're even 
ranked ninth by the Chicago Tribune. 


And that would seem to give them an 


edge over New Trier whose Cowboys, 
coached by Mel Sheets, are just one 


notch above .500 at six wins; five losses. 
But if there's any edge, it's slight. 


"This will be a good test for two coach- 


ing theories/1 said Glenbrook's Dan Per- 
ry. "Some people play the top talent and 
get beat. Here we are, playing a com- 
petitive schedule and winning, but it cer- 
tainly hasn't been against the big pow- 
erhouses. It's 11-1 but not against the 
Auroras, Leydens and teams like that." 


It's an important point. Look at the 


GBN Spartans' last five wins. They're 
over Westinghouse, Schaumburg, Holy 
Trinity, Lake Park and Adlai Stevenson 
by an average 26.4 points. Most of those 
clubs can't even tread water.

But look at New Trier's five losses.

fifth grade class 20 feet away reviews for 
a history test.

the $2,6 million facility. 


The U.S. Postal Service's capital in- 


vestments committee approved the long- 
delayed project at a meeting in Washing- 
ton. D. C. The project scheduled for 
final review last month, but was delayed, 
according to a spokesman for the postal 
service. 


Present plans for the facilty call for a 


57.000-sqtiare-foot post office to be built 
at Oakton Street and Executive Way. A 
spokesman for the postal service said the 
entire design and construction process 
will probably take two to three years to 
complete.

A Chicago alderman and several labor 


leaders will head a group of area resi- 
dents who plan to travel to Chile next 
month to investigate the death of a DCS 
Plaines man there last fall. 


Eight persons now plan to take part in 


the investigative trip which will leave 
from Chicago on Feb. 16. /n addition to a 
look into the details of the death of 
Frank Temggi Jr. of Des Plaines, the 
group plans to interview political prison- 
ers being held in jails in Santiago and 
other parts of Chile. 


According to the Rev. Gerard G. 


Grant, a, philosophy professor at Loyola 
University, Chicago Aid. Anna Langford 
(16th); Abe Feinglass, district represen- 
tative of the Amalgamated Meatculters 
Union, and Ernest DeMaio, vice presi- 
dent of the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers Union, will head up the 
trip. 


Several University of Chicago instruc- 


tors will also be making the trip, Rev. 
Grant said. 


THE FATHER OF the Des Plaines 


man who was killed during the Septem- 
ber military overthrow, Frank Teruggi 
Sr., told The Herald he may also travel 
to Chile with the group to learn the de- 
tails of his son's death. 


"We hope to interview Stale Depart- 


ment officials who investigated the Te- 
ruggi death," Rev. Grant said. He in- 
dicated the committee has requested per- 
mission from the State Department and 
Chilean officials to make the trip, 


"Right now we are awaiting responses 


to these requests to complete the ar- 
rangements for the trip," he added, 


TERUGGI, 24, WAS an economics stu-

Teruggi's body was identified in a San- 
tiago morgue about 10 days after he and 
his roommate were arrested on a curfew 
violation charge. Chilean officials have 
claimed Teruggi was released from jnil 
and shot on the street, but the details of 
the shooting incident never have been re- 
leased to American officials 


"We have been terribly concerned 


about the fascist revolt that took place 
there and would like to get a first hand 
account of the situation, Rev. Grant said. 


"This overthrow has eliminated anoth- 


er democratic process in the world," he 
added. He also said this situation is total- 
ly alien to the American way of govern- 
ment.

'Beeper' aids communications 
The 'little blue box' plays 
a big role for policemen 


An unobtrusive little blue box worn on 


the belts of several Des Plaines police- 
men da a job worth many times its size 
in importance. 


It can inform Lt. Mike Clark off duty 


and shopping with his wife, that someone 
at the station needs access to certain po- 
lice records locked up overnight. Or tell 
Capt. Dale Menschhig at a party, miles 
from a squad car or his home police ra- 
dio, that an emergency is in the offing 
and help is needed. 


The 
inconspicuous little tipster 
is> 


called Pagecom, an electronic, sell-con- 
tained beeping device which has been in 
use for the last month by Des Plaines 
police. 


The beeper system is nothing new. 


Doctors off call from hospitals carry bee- 
pers to keep in touch with their emergen- 
cy rooms, but to Des Plaines police the 
system is a recently acquired friend. 


THE 
DEPARTMENT has invested 


some $3,000 for 12 battery-operated bee- 
pers and chargers. Clark said the system 
is intended to keep police officials, detec- 
tives and youth officers in touch with1 one 
another while away from the station. 


Some detectives and youth officers car- 


ry beepers while on an interview or in- 
vestigation during duty hours but Clark 
and Mensching clip one to their belts 
whenever they go away from home for a 
few hours even while off duty. 


"It's part of the job," said Clark. "If 


we plan to leave the house or station for 
a while, it's easy to keep in touch." 


The system works through the regular 


police communications board but on a 
frequency separate from their radio net- 
work. 


WHEN POLICE at the station want to 


reach someone with a beeper, a series of 
sequential coded signals are fed through 
the communications board and come 
through on the box as a series of beeps. 
A voice transmission follows with the 
necessary message to telephone the sta- 
tion. 


CLARK SAID beeper signals to Des 


Plaines policemen can travel as far as 
the Chicago loop or Fox Lake. 


"It has about the same range as our 


regular police radios," he said. 


"We haven't had to use it that much," 


said Clark, "but after a period of time 


we'll know more about how well it 
works." 


Lt. Lee Alfano said he has saved much 


time communicating 
information 
and 


clearing up administrative problems with 
his detectives in the field by using bee- 
pers. 
; 


Youth Division head Sgt. Kenneth 


Fredricks said he maintains constant 
touch through beepers with Dels. Ronald 
Adams and Bill Tarver. "If someone is 
out and a youth officer is wanted some- 
where else, it's a lot easier to get in 
touch with him. It eliminates a lot of go- 
ing back and forth from the station."

The failure to include administrative salaries in the audit 


was originally brought to the attention of Dist. 62 officials by 
The Herald. After they maintained the audit was complete 
and followed state regulations, The Herald referred the dis- 
crepancy to the Cook County superintendent's office.

proved a six-month contract with Da- 
vidsmeyer Bus Service Inc. to provide 
commuter and special trip services for 
local residents. 


Trustee Nanci Vanderweel. chairman 


of the bus committee, said the bus com- 
pany plans to install fareboxes in buses 
used for short trips so that service could 
take some time to get started. 


Commuter service would be provided 


on a monthly subscription basis, with 
users purchasing a $15 ticket. "Since 
buses used for that service would not re- 
quire customizing, they could be on the 
streets sooner," she said. Davidsmeycr 
owner Richard Bingham was not avail- 
able for comment. 


The village allocated 550.000 of its fed- 


eral revenue funds for subsidizing the 
transportation service. 


"Our exact share of costs is hard to 


estimate; it will depend on how much 
buses arc used," said Mrs. Vanderweel. 


The village will pay $4.50 an hour for 


both services plus 50 cents a mile for the 
commuter service and 45 cents a mile 
for the dial-a-rlde service. 


Passengers may purchase monthly 


commuter bus tickets but will pay the 
driver 25 cents for each special trip. 


People in the village should be notified 


by mail of the availability of the bus ser- 
vice in the next few days, said Mrs. Van- 
dcrweel. 


At tho end of the six-month trial, the 


trustees will decide if contracts should be 
renewed.

State funding for school construction? 
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High School Dist. 211 will apply for up 


to $6 million In state funds to build its 
sixth high school through the newl>- 
created Illinois Capital Development 
Board. 


The Dist. 211 board of education last 


night voted unanimously to apply for 
state funds to supplement the construc- 
tion of the sixth high school, which will 
be located in the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion in Palatine. The school, budgeted at 
$9 5 million, is scheduled to open in Sept. 
1976. 


The board also agreed to apply for 


state funds to help retire some $14 mil- 
lion in bonds approved by referendum In 
1970 to build Hoffman Estates High 
School, the sixth high school, and an ad- 
dition to the school administration cen- 
ter. 


Approval of either application would 


mean a reduction in the tax rate for Dist. 
211 residents. 


Some board members had misgivings 


about using state funds to build local 
schools. Schaumburg High School was 
built almost entirely with state funds 
which the district is now paying back. 


THE STATE DICTATED the guidelines 


for construction of Schaumburg, and as 
board president Robert Creek puts it, 
"Hindsight tells us that the standards ap- 
plied to that building were less adequate 
than when we built Conant, Fremd and 
especially Hoffman 


But funding and construction of the 


new school would come under the Capital 
Development Board, which was created 
by the state legislature just last year. 
These funds will be approved in priority 
order according to the school's need for 
space and will not be paid back by the 
local school district. Although Dist. 211 
has the money to build the sixth high 
school, it can still qualify for partial 
funding of the school by the state. 


The state's guidelines for using the 


money in the construction of the school, 
however, are still unclear. 


Dist. 211 architect Ken Unteed of Un- 


teed and Assoc , told board members he 
doesn't know what those guidelines will 
be, but guessed they will be better than 
those used to build Schaumburg. He did 
say Dist. 211 "could conceivably have a 
high priority for funds" by showing the 


state the district's projected growth in 
enrollment and need for additional class- 
room space by 1976. 


BOARD MEMBER Edward Perry said 


he was hesitant to apply for state funds 
without knowing restrictions the state 
might place on the design of the school. 
"There aren't many local governmental 
tradeoffs left," he said. "One of them is 
to build your own damn schools." 


Creek agreed, saying Schaumburg is 


an example of the problem of a state- 
built school, but added, "That was a dif- 
ferent ball game. We don't know the 
rules of this ball game yet." 


Since the deadline for applying for 


funds is Jan. 19, Creek suggested the dis- 
trict apply for the funds and turn them 
back if the board doesn't like the guide- 
lines. "The worst risk we're taking is 
that we walk away from it and somebody 
thumbs his nose at us," he said. "I think 
this is a pretty safe gamble." 


Unteed said the cost of the sixth high 


school could go up by about $800,000 by 
1976, due to inflation and high fuel 
prices. The state funds could offset this 
cost, he said.

• Follow at a safe distance. The usaul 


rule of thumb recommends a following 
distance of one car length for each ten 
miles per hour of speed. This must be 
increased appreciably on slippery roads 


• Pump brakes. "Expert drivers at 


the skid tests of the committee on winter 
driving session demonstrated that a ra- 
pid pumping application of brakes main- 
tains steering control and helps prevent 
skids," Jenkins said. "Jamming on the 
brakes can lock wheels and produce 
skids " 


Jenkins said good tires with plenty of 


tread, snow tires or studded snow tires 
and tire chains for severe conditions all 
help. 


Checking out defrosters and windshield 


wipers is important. 


A wiper that rides over heavy snow or 


slush is no help. It must bite in and wipe 
clean. 


"To be seen, make certain all car 


lights are in working order and be sure 
to use turn signals. Finally, always 
buckle lap belt or harness regardless of 
the weather," Jenkins said. 
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Schools to seek 
state funding 
for sixth school 


High School Dist. 211 will apply for up 


to $5 million in state hinds to build its 
sixth high school through the newly- 
created Illinois Capital Development 
Board. 


The Dist. 211 board of education last 


night voted unanimously to apply for 
state funds to supplement the construc- 
tion of the sixth high school, which will 
be located in the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion in Palatine. The school, budgeted at 
$9.5 million, is scheduled to open in Sept. 
1&"6. 


The board also agreed to apply for 


state funds to help retire some S14 mil- 
lion in bonds approved by referendum in 
1970 
to build Hoffman Estates High 


School, the sixth high school, and an ad- 
dition to the school administration cen- 
ter. 


Approval of either application would 


mean a reduction in the tax rate for Dist. 
211 residents. 


Some board members had misgivings 


about using state funds to build local 
schools. Sehaumburg High School WPS 
built almost entirely with state funds 
which the district is now paying back. 


THE STATE DICTATED the guidelines 


for construction of Sehaumburg, and as 
board president Robert Creek puts it. 
"Hindsight tells us that the standards ap- 
plied to that building were less adequate 
than when we built Conant, Fremd and 
especially Hoffman. 


But funding and construction of the 


new school would come under the Capital 
Development Board, which was created 
by tlie state legislature just last year. 


These funds will be approved in priority 
order according to the school's need for 
space and will not be paid back by the 
local school district. Although Dist. 211 
has the money to build the sixth high 
school, it can still qualify for partial 
funding of the school by the state. 


The state's guidelines for using the 


money in the construction of the school, 
however, are still unclear. 


Dist. 211 architect Ken Unteed of Un- 


teed and Assoc., told board members he 
doesn't know what those guidelines will 
be. but guessed they will be better than 
those used to build Sehaumburg. He did 
say Dist. 211 "could conceivably have a 
high priority for funds' 
1 by showing the 


state the district's projected growth in 
enrollment and need for additional class- 
room space by 1976, 


BOARD MEMBER Edward Perry said 


he was hesitant to apply for state funds 
without knowing restrictions the state 
might place on the design of the school. 
"There aren't many local governmental 
tradeoffs left." he said, "One of them is 
to build your own damn schools." 


Creek agreed, saying Sehaumburg is 


an example of the problem of a state- 
built school, but added, "That was a dif- 
ferent ball game. We don't know the 
rules of this ball game yet.'' 
.Since the deadline for applying for 
funds is Jan. 19, Creek suggested the dis- 
trict apply for the funds and turn them 
back if the board doesn't like the guide- 
lines. "The worst risk we're taking is 
that we walk away from it and somebody 
thumbs his nose at us," he said. "I think 
this is a pretty safe gamble."

Schools may get $1 million for construction 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 


school board approved an application for 
state aid that could net the district more 
than $1 million in construction funds. 


William Colburn, assistant superintend- 


ent for business, told the school board 
Wednesday night that the district might 
receive $1 million for the construction of 
a new school and a $300,000 refund for 
money paid out on construction debts 
this year. 


The money would come from 
the 


recently approved state Capital Assis- 
tance Program. 


The $300,000 would be refunded to the 


public in a 1974 tax levy decrease, which 


could mean a slight reduction in 1975 
taxes, somewhere between one and five 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, ac- 
cording to Colburn. 


The funds for a new school would 


mean that Dist. 15 will be levying a 
smaller amount for the construction of a 
new school, now in the architectural 
planning stage. No site has been chosen 
for this school, which was approved in 
1971. 


Dist. 15, which has large areas of un- 


developed land, has the potential for 
enormous expansion, according to ad- 
ministrators. Present estimates based on 
existing plans for housing developments 


It's doubtful that school 
hours will be moved ahead 


Area elementary and high school su- 


perintendents today will discuss the pos- 
sibility of delaying the school day by one 
horn 
1, but such a move for this year is 


unlikely. 


The chairman of the Northwest Subur- 


ban 
Superintendents' 
Assn., Frank 


Whiteley. said the association will go 
over the pros and cons of changing 
school hours this afternoon in a closed 
meeting. Whiteley is also superintendent 
of Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15. 


Other districts in the association are 


21. 23. 24. 28, 54, 57, 59. 211 and 214. 


Discussion on changing school hours is 


a result of the switch to Daylight Savings 
Time earlier this week. Youngsters have 
been walking to their school bus stops in 
the dark, causing scome concern among 
parents and educators. 


HOWEVER. IT IS unlikely that any 


changes will be made this year. Several 
superintendents pointed out that by Feb. 
15. the sun will be coming up earlier, 
lighting up the youngsters' path to the 
school bus stop. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Dwight Hall said his 


school district isn't planning any changes 
in starting hours this year because by 
the time the changes would be made, 
they would be unnecessary. 


None of the schools have reported any 


special problems due to the switchover to 
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Daylight Savings Time. But Whiteley 
pointed out several problems that would 
arise if starting hours were changed this 
year. 


He said that bus schedules would 


bhave to be changed and that many of 
the bus drivers would be unable to work 
during the new hours. The new hours 
would cause difficulties for faculty mem- 
bers and parents who have organized 
their schedules around the existing 
school days. Also, many youngsters 
would be walking home during the eve- 
ning rush hour, he added, 


If any changes would be made in the 


starting hours of schools, it would prob- 
ably take place at the beginning of next 
year, Whiteley indicated. He pointed put 
that next year youngsters will be walking 
to bus stops in the dark for about three 
months from mid-Novmber until mid- 
February. 


predict an expansion of more than 4,700 
students in the southwest area alone 
within the next decade. Deputy Supt. Jo- 
seph Kiszka estimated that five schools 
would eventually be needed to house just 
these youngster's. 


THE BOARD ALSO found out it will 


receive a refund of more than $8,000 
from the Northwest Educational Cooper- 
ative (NEC). 


The money comes from an unexpected

A Chicago alderman and several labor 


leaders will head a group of area resi- 
dents who plan to travel to Chile next 
month to investigate the death of a Des 
Plaines man there last fall. 


Eight persons now plan to take part in 


the investigative trip which will leave 
from Chicago on Feb. 16. In addition to a 
look into the details of the death of 
Frank Teruggi Jr. of Des Plaines, the 
group plans to interview political prison- 
ers being held in jails in Santiago and 
other parts of Chile. 


According to the Rev. Gerard G. 


Grant, a philosophy professor at Loyola 
University, Chicago Aid. Anna Langford 
(16th): Abe Feinglass, district represen- 
tative of the Amalgamated Meatcutters 
Union, and Ernest DeMaio, vice presi- 
dent of the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers Union, will head up the 
trip. 


Several University of Chicago instruc- 


tors will also be malting the trip, Rev. 
Grant said. 


THE FATHER OF the Des Plaines 


man who was killed during the Septem- 
ber military overthrow, Frank Teruggi 
Sr, told The Herald he may also travel 
to Chile with the group to learn the de- 
tails of his son's death. 


"We hope to interview State Depart- 


ment officials who investigated the Te- 
ruggi death." Rev. Grant said. He in- 
dicated the committee has requested per- 
mission from the State Department and 
Chilean officials to make the trip.

"We have been terribly concerned 


about the fascist revolt that took place 
there and would like to get a first hand 
account of the situation, Rev. Grant said.

Parks oppose flood basin at Pioneer 


The Arlington Heights Park Dislncl 


will stand by its decision to ban use of 
Pioneer Park for a flood-control pond. 


Village Trustee Frank Palmatier has 


introduced a resolution to the village 
board guaranteeing relocation of any 
athletic fields displaced by construction 
of a proposed permanent pond in the 


park. The pond would have been coupled 
with a dry-bottom basin to temporarily 
store flood water in the Pioneer Park 
neighborhood. 


Palmatier, who is also chairman of the 


C i t i z e n s Action Committee Against 
Flooding, said he hoped the village board 
action would persuade at least one park 
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commissioner to change his vote on the 
issue. 


Park commissioners, on two occasions, 


rejected plans for use of park land to 
store stormwater. The first plan called 
for a large dry basin The second was for 
the twin basin concept. 


Both rejections came by votes of 3-2. 


WHEN CONTACTED by The Herald 


for reaction to Palmatier's proposal, the 
three commissioners, who cast the nega- 
tive votes, said they stood by their ear- 
lier decision. The three, Park Pres. 
Charles Cronin, Katy Graham and Bruce 
Everiy, said village guarantees of new 
land made no difference in their votes. 


Cronin said, "I don't think this will 


have any effect on my vote. We will most 
likely discuss it at the board, but I doubt 
whether there will be any further action 
on it." 


Although Cronin said his negative vote 


would remain unchanged, he questioned 
the Palmatier proposal and its timing. ; 


"I don't know why they didn't bring 


this up earlier," he said.

KATY GRAHAM and Everiy said their 


stand was based on more than a land 
deal trading a portion of the park for 
new sites adjacent to the Wilke-Kirchoff 
retention basin.

Mrs. Graham said the location of Pio- 


neer Park in central Arlington Heights 
was a major consideration in her vote. - 


"It isn't just a land trade we're talking 


about. If we had another huge park site 
next door, it would be different.

Library to take 
hook inventory 


Officials at the Arlington Heights Me- 


morial Library wilt conduct a two-month 
random sample inventory of more than 
l.ooo books. 


"We suspected that there were losses," 


said Frank Dempsey. executive librar- 
ian. In a previous inventory project, sta- 
tistics revealed that 20 per cent of the 
books sampled are missing from the 
shelves. 


"We know this is happening because

Schools seek annexations to gain services

School Dist. 23 officials, in an effort to 


get better police and fire protection for 
their schools, plan to seek annexation of 
their properties into Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect and Wheeling. 


The school board plans a joint meeting 


with these villages and officers of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Assn., 
within the next few weeks. 


The proposed meeting was suggested 


Wednesday night by board member Alan 
Krinsky. "I think it's time we consider 
this because we need more adequate fire 
and police protection for our schools," 
Krinsky said. 


ALL THE SCHOOLS in the district are 


located in Prospect Heights, which is an 
unincorporated municipality in Wheeling 
Township. 


Police protection for the schools is pro- 


vided by the Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice. Fire protection is split between the 
P r o s p e c t Heights Fire Department, 
which covers the three campus schools 
at 700 Schoenbeck Rd. as well as Eisen- 
hower School at Schoenbeck and Camp 
McDonald roads, and the Wheeling Fire 
Department, which covers John Muir 
School at Drake Terrace and Oak Street. 


Krinsky said he would like all five 


schools to remain in Prospect Heights if 
the town becomes incorporated. How- 
ever, he added that the district cannot 
afford to wait for incorporation hearings 
now under way to be completed.

Village challenges itself 
in state top court Jan. 29 


The so-called "friendly lawsuit" chal- 


lenging the creation of Arlington Heights' 
nine-member village board will go to the 
Illinois Supreme Court Jan. 29. 


The lawsuit, prepared by Arlington 


Heights attorney John Clarke, seeks to 
reverse the addition of two trustees to 
the village board by challenging Arling- 
ton Heights' constitutional home rule 
powers. 


The village board expansion was ap- 


proved in a referendum Dec. IB, 1S72, 
and has been upheld in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. Arlington Heights is the first 
village in Illinois to depart from the 


traditional seven-member council, and a 
court test of the change was i-ecommend- 
ed by Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel. 


Without a fourt ruling, actions taken 


by the nine-iriember board could be chal- 
lenged as unconstitutional, Siegel said. A 
Supreme Court ruling favorable to the 
village would guarantee preservation of 
the expanded board. 


Trustee Dave Griffin 
and former 


Trustee Graeme George were elected to 
the two new board seats last April. In 
October, George resigned from the board 
to accept an overseas job assignment, 
and J. Burton Thompson was appointed 
to replace him. 


8,000 gallons and that's hardly enough to 
put out a match," Krinsky said. 


Supt. Ed Grodsky yesterday echoed 


Krinsky's warning. "Sooner or later 
we're going to need more protection than 
the county sheriff's police can provide us 
and more fire protection." 


GRODSKY SAID HE had no idea what 


factors would be used to determine 
which school would be annexed to which 
village. The three campus schools — Mac- 
Arthur Junir High, Betsy Ross and 
Ann Sullivan — are nearest to Arlington 
Heights; John Muir School is nearest to 
Mount Prospect, and Eisenhower School 
is close to both Wheeling and Arlington 
Heights, according to Grodsky. 


The benefits of annexation to a village 


will apparently come only in terms of 
better fire and police protection. Grodsky 
said if the move is made, there would be 
no change in where the schools get their 
water supplies. Muir School gets its wa- 
ter supply from Wheeling and the 
campus schools get their water supply 
from separate wells. 


Krinsky and board member Ronald So- 


watzke said when the meeting is sched- 
uled notification will be sent to parents 
in the district and the public will be wel- 
come to attend.
